If the UN Child Rights Treaty, Already Passed by Most Nations, Is Approved in 
the U.S., Parents Will Have Virtually No Authority to Discipline Their Children 


The Communists, the socialists of the French 
Revolution, the Nazis and today’s socialists 
knew (know) that if they could gain control 
of children (and their minds), if they could 
separate children from the anti-socialist, re¬ 
actionary, traditionalist religious influence of 
their parents and families, that they could con¬ 
trol the next generation and those to follow it 
- that they could control the future. 

John Dewey, the secular/humanist “father” 
of modem American education, understood 
the concept. He once said that if the schools 
could keep the children from 7:30 a.m. to 
3:30 p.m., if they could keep the children 
preoccupied with sports from after school 
till 6:00 p.m., if they could keep them busy 
with homework all evening, that they could 
keep the parents from having more than 30 
minutes to an hour per day with their chil¬ 
dren, and that WITHIN A GENERATION 
THE SCHOOLS COULD BREAK THE 
INFLUENCE OF THE PARENTS AND 
THEIR RELIGION ON THE CHILDREN. 
Has this happened in America via our gov- 
emment/socialist-controlled school system? 
Indeed it has! 

The Communists in Russia, China, Cuba, 
South Africa, etc. have also proven that chil¬ 
dren can be very useful tools in a Commu¬ 
nist revolution. In China, Cuba, and Russia, 
children were taught to spy on their parents 
and report to school or government officials 
reactionary, anti-revolutionary, or Christian 
teaching or tendencies on the part of their 
parents. Tens of thousands of Chinese par¬ 
ents were turned in to the Communists gov¬ 
ernment by their own children, and some 
were even executed by their children under 
the watchful eye of the Red officials. 

Children are taught by the Communists 
during and after the revolution to rebel 
against and hate everything their parents 
stand for - their traditional values, their reli¬ 
gion, their discipline, etc. During the South 
African revolution, Black children were 
taught by the Communist (ANC/SACP) cad¬ 
res to hate their parents, to rebel in every 
way against their parents and their beliefs 
and values, to report parents who opposed 
the revolution and the Communists, and even 
to kill parents.

Since there has been stiff political opposi¬ 
tion across America to this UN children’s 
treaty, the political left is trying a second 
approach - to pass key elements of the treaty 
on a state-by-state basis in the various state 
legislatures, and even on a local basis. So 
they are pushing from the bottom up and 
from the top down to destroy parents’ rights 
and convert our children to wards of the state.

Hillary Clinton, who has recently written 
a book on the government control of chil¬ 
dren (“It Takes a Village”) will be helping 
to lead the charge in the Clinton’s second 
administration. Protecting “children from 
child abuse” will be how the left will pack¬ 
age this takeover, and traditionalist, conser¬ 
vative, religious, Christian parents will be 
the primary targeted “child abusers.” 

Over the years, MIA has written much 
about the United Nations - its domination 
by Communists and globalists since its in¬ 
ception in 1945; its agenda for population, 
environmental, economic and people control 
and global-socialism; its New World Army 
to be used to impose global government on 
the peoples and nations of the world; and 
how the UN is to be the primary vehicle for 
imposing the coming global government on 
planet earth. 

A series of UN-sponsored (or related) con¬ 
ferences (World Conference on Education 
in 1990 in Thailand; Earth Summit in 1992 
in Rio; the UN World Conference on Hu¬ 
man Rights in 1993 in Vienna and the Glo¬ 
bal Tribunal on Violation of Women’s Hu¬ 
man Rights; the 1993 Parliament of World 
Religions in Chicago; the UN Women’s 
Conference in 1995 in Beijing; The 
Gorbachev Forum in San Francisco in 1995; 
the 1995 Global Conference on the Interna¬ 
tional Year of the Family in Salt Lake City; 
the UN World Conference for Social Devel¬ 
opment in 1995 in Copenhagen; the UN Con¬ 
ference on Human Settlements (Habitat II) in 
1996 in Istanbul, etc.) are all signs of the ac¬ 
celerating fast track agenda of the global so¬ 


cialists toward imposing a world socialist dic¬ 
tatorship over the next 5 to 10 years. 

To implement these objectives, UN pro¬ 
grams are being (at the present time) set up 
to train, monitor and control the global 
workforce; to control the global environ¬ 
ment; to control consumption, population, 
gender equality, and where and how people 
live (Habitat II focused on forcing popula¬ 
tions into dense, highly populated urban ar¬ 
eas - where people control can be more eas¬ 
ily facilitated); the training of every person 
to embrace global spirituality; and the con¬ 
trol of families via the nationalization of all 
children. (WUCA comment: In the main¬ 
stream news recently, the plans of the so¬ 
cialist controlled EPA have been presented 
to micro-manage emissions more tightly 
under the pretense of making the air healthier 
for everyone. Of course, this is just an ex¬ 
cuse, as usual, for more people control. In 
this case they are saying outright that Ameri¬ 
cans will have to rethink the way they live 
and that we need to have more dense and 
compact living conditions in cities, allegedly 
to cut down on air pollution. This is simply 
the way enviro-radical socialists justify 
eliminating the automobile so as to limit 
mobility and freedom, and help accomplish 
their people control agenda. These societal 
leeches could care less about your health, 
what they want to do is control every aspect 
of your life, using any phony fabrication they 
think a gullible public will buy.) 

Does the UN agenda sound too radical to 
be real? If you doubt its influence in 
America, compare its plans with those of our 
political leaders. Start with Goals 2000 and 
study its blueprint for a “global neighbor¬ 
hood.” Notice how the two plans fit together.

THE UN CONVENTION ON THE 
RIGHTS OF THE CHILD 

A classic illustration of the UN’s globalist, 
people control agenda is this nefarious treaty, 
which, if adopted in America, will destroy 
ALL parental rights, and make all Ameri¬ 
can children the possession of the state. 

The UN Convention on the Rights of the 
Child was adopted by the UN General As¬ 
sembly on November 20, 1989, was signed 
by Madelaine Albright (U.S. Ambassador to 
the UN) on February 16, 1995, and will be 
submitted to the U.S. Senate for ratification - 
probably early in Clinton’s second term. The 
Clinton Administration HAS MADE RATI¬ 
FICATION OF THE CHILDREN’S 
TREATY A MAJOR POLICY OBJECTIVE. 

This UN treaty, already ratified (and there¬ 
fore the law of the land) in 187 countries, 
will allow the government (or the world gov¬ 
ernment under the UN/NWO) to dictate to 


you how you raise your children, what you 
can and cannot do, and the role that the state 
will have in raising your children. 

If ratified, the UN Convention on the 
Rights of the Child will be implemented in 
the U.S. and virtually destroy the parental 
rights we presently enjoy. This treaty will 
give all children the “right” to freedom of as¬ 
sociation, freedom of expression, freedom of 
religion; the “right” to privacy (which includes 
the right to abortion); the “right” to choose 
public schools; the “right” of access to media 
materials (including TV); etc. Any parent who 
infringes on his/her children’s “rights” in these 
areas could be prosecuted with the possibility 
of having the children removed from the home. 
The treaty virtually prohibits corporal punish¬ 
ment of children.

Spanking of children is specifically defined 
as criminal child abuse and the treaty MAN¬ 
DATES THAT SUCH CHILD ABUSERS 
BE JAILED AND HAVE THEIR CHIL¬ 
DREN TAKEN FROM THEM. In France, 
in the first few days following the ratifica¬ 
tion of the treaty, seven families had their 
children taken from them and the parents 
jailed for the new international crime of child 
abuse, spanking their children. 

The Bible has much to say about discipline 
of children, and why it breaks the rebellion 
(found in all of us) at a young age. As Prov¬ 
erbs 22:25 says: “Folly is bound up in the 
heart of a child, but the rod of discipline will 
drive it far from him.” Proverbs 29:15 says: 
“The rod of correction imparts wisdom, but 
a child left to himself disgraces his mother.” 
Proverbs 13:24 says: “He who spares the rod, 
hates his son, but he who loves him is care¬ 
ful to discipline him.” And Proverbs 23:13- 
14 says: “Do not withhold discipline from a 
young child; if you punish him with the rod 
he will not die. Punish him with the rod and 
save his soul from death.” 

Many millions of Christians and Jews 
worldwide follow these teachings, and are 
now (with ratification of the UN Conven¬ 
tion) to be branded instant criminals - sub¬ 
ject to losing their children and going to jail. 
The socialists and the New World Order may 
have set the greatest trap of all with this 
treaty. They know that millions of Christians, 
Jews, and traditionalists will disobey this 
treaty - and many will become instant tar¬ 
gets of the government child grabbers.

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ADVANCING TECHNOLOGY ENDING 
CONTROLLED MEDIA MONOPOLY 

Keeping the Truth From the Masses Has Always Been Required by Tyrants, But With Todays High- 
Tech Communications It is No Longer Possible to Hide the Truth From Those Who Seek It 


Regardless of apparent current political 
trends, there is actually substantial reason for 
optimism that truth will prevail in the near 
term. The principal reason for this optimism 
is that computer technology is rapidly de¬ 
stroying all central monopolies on the dis¬ 
semination of information. Monopolistic 
control over information has historically 
been an indispensable aspect of tyranny. It 
is easy to concoct a lie, but it is not so easy 
to keep the lie viable in the minds of people 
unless their sources of information are un¬ 
der tight control. Virtually all tyrannies - 
whether they involve small groups of people 
or entire nations - involve mechanisms for 
the control of information. 

This control does not necessarily imply a 
book-burning police state. Small groups can 
be controlled simply by instilling a bias against 
radios, computers, “unapproved” books, and 
other information sources - and a preference 
for information supplied selectively by the 
group’s leadership, which, of course, functions 
only with the best of intentions. 

In order to control states and nations, how¬ 
ever, it is necessary to control the press and 
other media and to control educational in¬ 
stitutions. While this can be done by direct 
force as in many communist countries, in 
more free societies it must be established 
gradually through economic and political 
means and by a long process of individual 
screening so that information sources are 
largely staffed by those with the desired po¬ 
litical biases. 

The extreme leftist, anti-free enterprise 
bias in American educational institutions, 
news and entertainment media did not arise 
overnight. It has required generations of 
work. Now, however, that work is beginning 
to unravel in a technological maelstrom. 
There are two computer technologies respon¬ 
sible for this revolution. 

The first of these is in the rate at which 
information can be transferred by means of 
wires, fiber optic cables, and satellites. The 
July and August issues of the “Gilder Tech¬ 
nology Report” (Monument Mills, RO. Box 
660, Housatonic, MA 01236) definitively 
describe and analyze this advance. 

George Gilder points out that the initial 
computer revolution occurred when techno¬ 
logical advance made the transistor almost 
free. This allowed the mass production of 
equipment containing millions of transistors 
and thereby the virtual miracles in comput¬ 


ing power that are now available at low cost 
to all Americans. 

Now, new advances in electronics are 
making the real-time communication of in¬ 
formation almost free as well. This is only 
the beginning. With emerging technologies 
that Gilder describes in detail in these news¬ 
letters, it will soon be possible to transmit 
essentially unlimited information at very low 
cost to almost any location. This capability 
is so great that the coming generations of 
computers are expected to have ways of cap¬ 
turing and using this information without 
requiring that it pass through the central pro¬ 
cessing units, which are far too slow to keep 
up with it. 

The effect of this revolution will be to give 
every individual, regardless of his location, 
the ability to be mentally present at any other 
location. This freedom of location will trans¬ 
form human affairs and simultaneously de¬ 
stroy the barriers to information transfer that 
those who trade in the control of people by 
disinformation require. 

The second advance is that of information 
storage. Current CD-ROM technology al¬ 
lows the storage of about 600 megabytes of 
information on a plastic disk that can be 
manufactured for about one dollar and read 
into an ordinary desk-top computer in a few 
minutes. One of these disks can hold about 
3,000 books as text files or about 50 books 
as 300 dot per inch image files. New CD- 
ROMs that are to be marketed late in 1996 
or in 1997 will hold about 10 times as much 
information - about 30,000 books. Fifty dol¬ 
lars worth of these new CD-ROMs can hold 
a university library of one million books. 

“MONOPOLISTIC CONTROL 
OVER INFORMATION HAS 
HISTORICALLY BEEN AN 
INDISPENSABLE ASPECT OF

CDs, however, only store information in 
two dimensions. “New Dye Adds Depth to 
Data Storage” by C. Wu in “Science News”, 
describes one of the three-dimensional data 
storage methods that is being developed. 
This particular method depends upon a block 
of material which contains dye molecules 
that fluoresce after a two-photon absorption. 


This allows three-dimensional encoding of 
the location and energy state of the dye mol¬ 
ecules. It is estimated that one cubic centi¬ 
meter (a volume approximately equal to 30 
ordinary-sized drops of water and weighing 
1/30 of an ounce) of this material could store 
as much as 1,000 current CD-ROMs - a three 
million book library. One ounce of this ma¬ 
terial could store 100 million books as text 
files. Even using high quality image files 
(with perhaps simple, uncleaned OCR be¬ 
hind them to allow text search), one ounce 
would hold 25,000 books or about 400,000 
books per pound. Audio and video capacity 
with appropriate compression is spectacu¬ 
larly large as well. 

Therefore, both by wire transfer and by 
inexpensive physical storage, the academic 
monopoly on published information is be¬ 
ing shattered, and the corporate media and 
government monopolies on information dis¬ 
semination are being destroyed. 

Why attend a university where retired-in¬ 
place tenured academics hoard information 
and disseminate it grudgingly in second-rate 
lectures and books, when the entire life’s 
work and lectures or the most accomplished 
scholars alive can be stored on a few CD- 
ROMs and delivered to any home by wire 
or on plastic for negligible cost? 

Why be brainwashed by media moguls 
and their retainers who mis-report current 
affairs to serve their personal political agen¬ 
das, when essentially free bandwidth can ef¬ 
fectively transport you to the events them¬ 
selves and provide direct communication 
with the participants? 

A major growth industry within this river 
of information will be in defining quality. 
Entrepreneurs must reach into this river and 
extract quality for delivery to the market¬ 
place, since individuals will lack time to sift 
through the river by themselves. What is the 
highest quality information? The highest 
quality is that which is the truth and in which 
the truth is communicated most effectively. 
Who will be the judges of these qualities? 
The market place will judge. An honestly 
earned reputation for integrity will once 
again be among each person’s most valuable 
possessions. Economic power to control 
media resources and monopolies on the dis¬ 
tribution of information will no longer con¬ 
fer pseudo-credibility upon the holders of this 
power, since the cost of disseminating and 
Continued on bottom page 7 .... 
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PATRICK HENRY’S CALL TO ARMS 


Patrick Henry, 1736-1799, was one of the 
greatest and most inspiring of all American 
patriots. His short speech (slightly edited 
below) was made on March 23, 1775 before 
the Second Virginia Convention, which had 
been moved from the House of Burgesses to 
St. John’s Church in Richmond because of 
the mounting tension 
between the Colonies 
and the British Crown. 

It was one of the most 
moving and memorable 
speeches in U. S. His¬ 
tory. His “Give me lib¬ 
erty or give me death” 
inspired the colonist to 
take up arms in the 
Cause of Freedom and 
launched a new nation 
toward its divinely di¬ 
rected destiny. His 
words are immortal, his 
n essage timeless, and 
Lw cause everlasting - 
FREEDOM! 

“It is natural to man 
to indulge in the illu¬ 
sions of hope. We are 
apt to shut our eyes 
against a painful truth. Is this the part of wise 
men, engaged in a great and arduous struggle 
for liberty? Are we disposed to be of the number 
of those, who, having eyes, see not, and having 
ears, hear not, the things which so nearly con¬ 
cern their temporal salvation? For my part, what¬ 
ever anguish of spirit it may cost, I am willing to 
know the whole truth; to know the worst, and 
to provide for it. 

“I have but one lamp by which my feet 
are guided; and that is the lamp of experi¬ 
ence. I know of no way of judging of the 
future but by the past. Let us not, I beseech 
you, deceive ourselves longer. We have done 
everything that could be done to avert the

All of this has proceeded without serious 
question by government. The Justice 
Department’s antitrust division has been 
under heavy sedation.

Shall we ac¬ 
quire the means of effectual resistance by 
lying supinely on our backs and hugging the 
delusive phantom of hope, until our enemies 
shall have bound us hand and foot? 

“We are not weak if we make a proper use 
of those means which the God of nature has 
placed in our power. Three millions of people 
armed in the holy cause of liberty, and in 
such a country as that which we possess, are 
invincible. Besides, we shall not fight our 
battles alone. There is a just God who pre¬ 
sides over the destines of nations, who will 
raise up friends to fight our battles for us. 
The battle is not to the strong alone; it is the

The most influential news sources might 
become single, adventurous reporters 
who are self-employed, gain a reputa¬ 
tion for depth and accuracy, and are not 
beholden to any organization or group 
whose interests must be considered 
when reporting the news. They could 
travel to interesting places and events, 
gather facts and analysis, and then make 
themselves available to anyone who 
wishes to tune them in. 

No one can predict the ultimate events 
that will accompany the new informa¬ 
tional freedom. It is, however, obvious 
that the lies that now keep us in bond¬ 
age manage to survive only because they 
are favored by those who control the 
enormous amounts of capital required 
to effectively communicate with the 
public. As that economic control is 
ended by low-cost technology, truth will 
be able to compete on a level playing 
field with fiction. I think that there will 
then be a very high free market prefer¬ 
ence for truth.

Turn to page 651. Here you will find Pub¬ 
lic Law 87-297 which calls for the United 
States to eliminate its armed forces. This law 
was signed for the United States in 1961. John 
F. Kennedy signed it and eveiy president since 
has worked to enact its provisions. The gov¬ 
ernment knows you will not approve, which 
is why they want to take away your firearms. 
(This is Title 22 USC section 2551). 

Turn to page 652. Here you will find the 
definition of what the government means by 
disarmament. The disarmament calls for the 
elimination of our armed forces. It also calls 
for the elimination of weapons of all kinds. 
(This is Title 22 USC 2252 (a)). 

Turn to page 654. Here you will find it 
stated as item (a) “control, reduction and 
elimination of armed forces...” and as Item 
(d) “...Elimination of armed forces...” What 
you need to know is that your armed forces 
are being eliminated from national control 
which, in turn, wipes out our sovereignty as 
a nation. In two stages, we will have no more 
army, no more navy, no more air force. In 
the third stage, we shall have a “zero” mili¬ 
tary. Before Stage I closes, all citizen owned 
guns will be banned. (This is Title 22 USC 
section 2571 (a)).

Public Law 87-297 is further explained in 
the State Department Document, called Pub¬ 
lication 7277.

It is a 35 page booklet printed by the 
United States Arms Control and Disarma¬ 
ment Agency as Publication No. 4 - General 
Series 3 - Released May, 1962.

No. 4 is the unabridged version of State 
Department Document 7277. Also, look up 
‘Disarmament’ in the UN Yearbook. 

Both of these booklets explain how our 
military is to be reduced to 2.1 million men.

BUY-BACK FLOP 

In 1993, a gun buy-back program in Salt 
Lake City resulted in the surrender of some 
1,125 firearms. Encouraged by that supposed 
“success,” another buy-back program was 
implemented this past June (1996). This 
time, only 264 weapons were turned in for 
$25 each during the two-week program. 
Nevertheless, officials described it as an¬ 
other anti-crime triumph. Salt Lake City 
police Captain Judy Dencker was quoted 
in the “Salt Lake Tribune” as saying, “Even 
if we took 10 guns it would have been a 
success.” 

The next day, the “Tribune” reported that 
some “91 drive-by shootings were reported 
in the first five months of this year, com¬ 
pared to 60 during the same period last 
year...”

Last year, the Pasadena city council passed 
an ordinance requiring the registration of per¬ 
sons who purchase ammunition.

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BIO-WAR RESEARCH MAY HAVE PRODUCED AIDS 

AND GULF DISEASES 

Because Aids and Gulf War Syndrome Have a Unique Genetic Structure Not Found in Nature, 
Researchers Believe the Deadly Viruses Were Developed in Government Bio-Labs 


Medical officials around the country have 
reported that Gulf War veterans are ill with a 
“disease” which is “contagious.” Spouses and 
children are coming down with the illness. 

Many now believe it was caused by “bio¬ 
logical warfare.” Microorganisms found in 
Gulf War Syndrome (GWS) create a virus 
found in the blood which matches “altered 
genetic structures” found in AIDS. This vi¬ 
rus attacks the immune system. It is currently 
found only in GWS and AIDS. These vi¬ 
ruses have the same lab created genetic struc¬ 
ture, according to researchers. 

Scientists have long suspected the existence 
of a “lab-created” virus which attacks the im¬ 
mune system. In January 1986, biologists Prof. 
Jakob and Dr. Lilli Segal published a pam¬ 
phlet entitled, “AIDS: USA Home-Made Evil; 
Not Imported from Africa”. 

The two scientists, a biophysicist and a 
biologist affiliated with the Humboldt Uni¬ 
versity in Berlin, pointed out that examina¬ 
tion of the genes making up HIV retrovirus 
revealed it “could not have come about by a 
natural way known to biologists.” They 
called the virus a “chimera,” originally cre¬ 
ated in 1977 at Fort Detrick, Maryland. 

The Segals were not the only researchers 
to suggest “genetic engineering” was in¬ 
volved with AIDS. Dr. John Seale, a Lon¬ 
don venereologist, also stated that the mo¬ 
lecular structure of HIV suggested “manipu¬ 
lation of viruses” rather than a natural muta¬ 
tion from known retroviruses. And Dr. Rob¬ 
ert Strecker, a Los Angeles internist, has 
made the same assertion. 

These advocates of the artificial HIV 
theory all note the structural similarities of 
HIV to Visna virus, a pathogen found in 
sheep with similarities to AIDS. The scien¬ 
tists argue that the Visna virus was artificially 
combined with the HTLV-1 virus, another 
retrovirus which causes human lymphoma, 
a cancer of the white blood cells. 

Today scientists can attach genes to cer¬ 
tain carrier genes. These linked genes, called 
recombinant DNA, are then conveyed inside 
a host cell, which virtually adopts the new 
gene as one of its own. The object of most 
current experiments is to transplant genes 
from the host to bacteria. 

These tractable, microscopic cells proliferate 
fester than rabbits. On a simple cheap diet, a single 
bacterium makes a few billion copies of itself 
overnight. Its DNA, including that of the trans¬ 
planted gene, is reproduced at the same rate. 


DEADLY COMBINATION 

Biochemists at Stanford University have 
found a technique for combining DNA from 
“two different sources” and putting it into a 
common bacterium. The bacterium they 
chose was “E.coli bacteria,” commonly 
found in the intestine of every living person. 

Modified E.coli, containing certain cancer 
genes, could become a biological time bomb. 
The bacterium, carrying its little package of 
cancer genes, could then be passed as easily 
as the common cold from one human being 
to another. 

“TODAY, DESIGNER VIRUSES 
ARE LIMITED ONLY BY 
THE IMAGINATION OF THE 
SCIENTIST CREATING THEM” 

The U.S. is not the only country to have 
this technology. A classified report prepared 
for the U.S. National Security Council and 
obtained by the “Washington Times” claimed 
“the Soviet Union was using genetic engineer¬ 
ing to create virulent new biological weapons 
that could be deployed as early as 1989 - if in 
fact some had not already been deployed.” 

Robert H. Kuperman, a chemical warfare 
expert at Georgetown University’s Center for 
Strategic and International Studies, told the 
“Times” that “it’s like making designer 
drugs.” A report was prepared by the CIA 
and the Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency which outlined extensive violations 
by the Soviets of two anti-biological war¬ 
fare treaties. The report noted “the Soviets 
were using recent advances in biotechnol-

Under Secretary of the Security Council in 
Stage II.

Turn to page 655. On this page in Volume 
9 of the United States Code, read “Policy 
Formation.” The directives there (written in 
1963 to pacify objectors) are supposedly to 
restrain anyone from disarmament, reducing 
or limiting our armaments, or taking guns 
away from the people unless it is pursuant 
to the treaty making power of the president, 
or if it is authorized by further legislation by 
the Congress.

ogy, such as ‘genetic engineering,’ to de¬ 
velop a new class of CBW [chemical, bio¬ 
logical warfare] agents that can be rapidly 
produced for deployment.” 

Today, designer viruses are limited only 
by the imagination of the scientist creating 
them. Bio-labs in both the United States and 
abroad are in a race to find vaccines which 
build the human immune system - or search 
out and destroy killer cells. 

A new study, recently released by Dr. Jef¬ 
frey Leiden, director of a research team at 
the University of Chicago, showed that genes 
can be injected directly into “muscle tissue” 
to cause production of proteins needed to cor¬ 
rect some blood disorders, such as anemia. 

Genes in the injection are taken in the 
nucleus of cells in the muscle tissue and be¬ 
come, in effect, a pharmaceutical factory, 
increasing red blood cell levels as high as 
64 percent. In the past, gene therapy involved 
using “viruses” to transfer genes into the 
body, a technique that was “poorly con¬ 
trolled,” according to Leiden. 

The ultimate irony of the 21st century 
could be the development of vaccines, in 
response to the threat of biological warfare, 
which boost the human immune system to 
such a degree that people are completely dis¬ 
ease resistant. The question is, with over¬ 
population looming on the horizon, would 
the U.S. government release such a vaccine 
to the general populace?

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THE IMMORAL POISONING OF OUR DRINKING MINIER 

The Battle Over Water Fluoridation Has Bona on For Decades, But the Scientific Evidence Clearly Shows That the Many Dangerous 
Drawbacks to This Deadly Poison-Including Cancer and Innumerable Other Side Effects-Are in No Way Worth the Alleged Benefits

If there has ever been a scientific and pub¬ 
lic health policy question with clear evidence 
of chicanery, ulterior motivation and the pub- 
lic-health-be-damned attitudes on the part of 
power brokers and their ignorant myrmidons, 
the fluoride issue is it. 

No sensible person should deliberately al¬ 
low fluoride in any amount to enter his or 
her body. Fluoride disrupts the function of 
normal metabolism. It is poison. What more 
do you need as a basis to say no? 

For the past 50 years people have been 
conned into believing that fluoride is essen¬ 
tial for hard tooth enamel and cavity-free teeth. 
However, fluoride is no more essential to the 
human diet than lead or arsenic - and it’s as 
toxic. As you will see in 
this article, modem sci¬ 
ence has caught up with 
the lies about fluoride, 
even though the main¬ 
stream chooses to remain 
in the dark. 

It is true that fluoride 
is widely distributed in 
nature and tiny amounts 
are unavoidable during 
one’s lifetime. Healthy 
bodies can easily cope 
with tiny amounts of oc¬ 
casional fluoride - but to 
deliberately introduce 
toxic fluoride into pub¬ 
lic drinking water is one 
of the most brash, most 
improperly studied, 
most rotten things any 
governing body could 
ever do to its people. 

Yet this poisonous pro¬

Bitter ballot box battles and rhetoric wars 
have been fought for the past 50 years as a 
staunch minority stood up against the mas¬ 
sive power of the fluoride lobby supported 
by the bottomless check books of the alumi¬ 
num and phosphate industries. At The 
SPOTLIGHT, we honor those distinguished 
and fearless fluoridation opponents of yes¬ 
teryear. They were right. 

Millions of otherwise good and normal 
Americans who consider themselves intelli¬ 
gent and well-informed have long believed 
the propaganda of the fluoridationists and 
rejected as “kooks” or “health nuts” anyone 
who vehemently opposed the prospects of 


having the community water poisoned. 

Today, several outstanding scientists, phy¬ 
sicians and, believe it or not, government 
employees, are turning down the inflamma¬ 
tory rhetoric and turning the volume up on 
the scientific truths that fluoridation of the 
water supplies was not only a bad idea - it 
was a killer just as the “health nuts” had 
screamed all along. 

STUDY THE EVIDENCE 

If we but open our eyes, the evidence is 
overwhelming that the fluoridation of water 
supplies provides the proverbial straw for the 
camel’s back in millions of individual me¬ 
tabolisms. For example, as we speak, the 
heralded workmen’s compensation program 


is in danger of bankruptcy because so many 
millions more claims are flowing in “unex¬ 
pectedly.” Aches and pains caused by the 
nature of one’s job are so widespread the 
system is staggering. 

“For cartilage to repair, the system must be 
fluoride free,” said John R. Lee, MD. Carti¬ 
lage damage occurs almost daily with active 
people. Healthy people, if there are any, will 
have metabolisms capable of repairing minor 
cartilage damage. However, modem Ameri¬ 
cans have a lot going against them because of 
our junk food addictions and chemicalized 
lifestyle. While it is not yet widely recognized, 
the added burden of deliberate fluoridation 
has compounded the problem of normal 
aches and pains immensely. 


For example, a few years ago you never 
heard of “carpal tunnel syndrome,” but to¬ 
day it’s breaking the workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion bank. Lee, and other competent, re¬ 
searchers point to fluoride from the fluori¬ 
dated water supply as a key culprit in the 
failure of cartilage to repair, thus exacerbat¬ 
ing the syndrome. 

FORCED FLUORIDATION 

And this is just the tip of the iceberg of meta¬ 
bolic and chronic disease conditions threat¬ 
ening to swallow our national prosperity. 

In his classic book, “Fluoride, the Aging 
Factor”, Dr. John Yiamouyiannis clearly 
linked the fluoridation of public water sup¬ 
plies with degeneration and disease, includ¬ 
ing cancer. The al¬ 
legations in this 
work have been at¬ 
tacked by the main¬ 
stream, but they 
cannot be refuted 
scientifically. Fluo- 
ride is guilty as 
charged, but fluori¬ 
dation continues in 
hundreds of U.S.

This writer visited 
the St. Paul, Min¬ 
nesota Water Util¬ 
ity complex, which 
supplied the water 
for our home for a 
few years. Here’s 
what this writer 
learned: 

Every six weeks 
a tank car of hydro fluosilisic acid arrives and 
two corroded, ramshackle-looking little 
pumps meter this poison into the water sup¬ 
ply at a rate of about 196 gallons per day, at 
the time of the visit in the spring of 1993. To 
provide the 1.2 parts per million (ppm) fluo¬ 
ride that has been bureaucratically contrived 
as somehow essential for children’s teeth, St. 
Paul area water users pay about $63,000 per 
year just for the chemical. The water from the 
Mississippi River has .2 ppm of fluoride natu¬ 
rally, so we pay to get it up to the “recom¬ 
mended level.” We also pay for the bureau¬ 
cracy of city and state required to monitor this 
poisoning of the water supply. Another cost 
citizens pay for, but are not necessarily aware 
of, is the cost of corrosion of the plumbing - 
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corrosion that is enhanced considerably by 
fluoridation. 

To “protect themselves” from the poison¬ 
ing of city water millions of concerned Ameri¬ 
cans have turned to home water treatment sys¬ 
tems. Charcoal filtration removes the chlori¬ 
nation, but does not stop fluoride. To get rid 
of the fluoridation which you are paying for, 
you need to get a good reverse osmosis filtra¬ 
tion system. Isn’t science wonderful? 

It is our purpose here to briefly cover the 
history of the controversial public health 
policy and call for a final campaign to end 
the insanity once and for all. Ultimately, op¬ 
ponents want to defeat fluoridation and give 
additional impetus to other cleansings sorely 
needed in the food and water supply if people 
are ever to improve general health. 

The actual banner date in the history of fluo¬ 
ridation is August 2, 1944 when Dr. H. 
Trendley Dean of the National Institutes of 
Health (NEH) launched what was hailed as a 
pioneering dental research study on fluorida¬ 
tion with the city of Grand Rapids, Michigan. 

The world was immersed in a terrible war, 
and this might explain in part why the pro¬ 
ponents of this poisoning of the water sup¬ 
ply faced very little opposition. Even then, 
both the American Dental Association 
(ADA) and the American Medical Associa¬ 
tion (AMA) published statements indicating 
they were concerned about the toxic nature 
of fluoride. 

PROPAGANDA ATTACK 

The “official” history of fluoridation was 
published in 1989 in the journal “Preventive 
Medicine”. The only mention of opposition 
to the fluoridation programs reads as follows: 

“Despite the successfulfluoridation trials, 
the promoters of the process encountered 
considerable opposition that curtailed its in¬ 
stitution by all of the nation s public drink¬ 
ing water systems. Political extremists on the 
right and left fought fluoridation. Some far- 
right conservatives calledfluoridation a Com¬ 
munist plot to poison Americans; others to the 
left viewed fluoridation as a deprivation of 
their civil rights. Health food followers, 
against any food additives, regardedfluoride 
as an artificial additive. Several scientists and 
doctors out of the mainstream biomedical 
community campaigned against fluoridation. 
For over three decades these anti- 
fluorsdationists used the referendum process 
to defeat attempts by civil leaders to install 
fluoridation in local water supplies. ” 

That summary of the opposition may be 
impressive to millions of people, but it makes 
many of those knowledgeable feel talked 
down to. For example, the scornful tone of 
that last sentence implies no sane person 
would dare oppose civil leaders with that nasty 
referendum process. Of course, that’s one of 


the things a democracy is supposed to be about 
- challenging ideas at the ballot box. 

Fluoride opponents also resent the cool 
dismissal of “health food followers, against 
any food additives,” and “scientists and doc¬ 
tors out of the mainstream biomedical com¬ 
munity” statements. Many health food fol¬ 
lowers are against chemical food additives. 
Since when does a physician have to be “in¬ 
side the mainstream” to be accurate, truth¬ 
ful and correct? This attitude is typical of 
the scornful bureaucratic mind-set that domi¬ 
nates public policy writing. 

“ABOUT 2 TO 3 PERCENT OF THE 

DEATHS EVERY YEAR CAN BE

“Preventive Medicine” concluded this ac¬ 
cepted version of the history of fluoridation 
with the following: 

“The health and economic gains from fluo¬ 
ridation were considerable. Dr. Harold Loe, 
director of the NIDR (National Institute of 
Dental Research) estimated that in the United 
States fluoridation cost annually only $0.15 
per person. The PHS (Public Health Service) 
reported that with every $1.00 spent on fluo¬ 
ridation, the public saved $50.00 in dental 
treatment ." 

“Consequently, fluoridation had provided 
an easy, mass means of improving the dental 
health of the world s children. The study at 
Grand Rapids indeed had supplied the launch¬ 
ing point for this revolutionary method to help 
prevent a dental disease that had plagued 
humans for thousands of years. ” 

The trouble is, none of that final para¬ 
graph is true. 

Dr. Weston Price studied the teeth of people 
who lived isolated from modem civilization 
and had no toothbrushes and toothpastes - let 
alone fluoridation. He found many of these 
people had perfect teeth all their lives. Their 
natural diets did a much better job for these 
primitive people than all our so-called techni¬ 
cal and scientific advances. 

The official history does not mention a single 
word about an important part of the history. 

WHAT’S LEFT OUT 

“In 1938, Dr. Gerald Cox of the Mellon 
Institute [the Mellons were owners of an in¬ 
fluential aluminum concern - Alcoa] began 
promoting the addition of fluoride to public 
water systems, claiming it would reduce 
tooth decay,” Yiamouyiannis says. 

So, 10 years after an Alcoa company town 
in Arkansas had a reported “dental flourosis 
problem,” a doctor in the employ of the in¬ 
dustry scions began a campaign to fluori¬ 
date water. 

What a terrific idea. The industry has a 
problem with this terribly polluting toxic 


waste of fluoride, so why not sell it to every 
city water company in the world? Waste not, 
want not. These are business people, not fools. 

The two major obstacles standing in the 
way of this promotion were the AMA and 
the ADA. As the pressure to accept the idea 
of fluoridation mounted, thanks to the con¬ 
stant lobbying of the industrial giants who 
had plenty of toxic fluoride to sell, the asso¬ 
ciation caved in. The September 18, 1943 
“AMA Journal” noted the following facts: 

“Fluorides are general protoplasmic poi¬ 
sons, probably because of their capacity to 
modify the metabolism of cells by changing 
the permeability of the cell membrane and 
by inhibiting certain enzyme systems... The 
sources of fluorine intoxication are drink¬ 
ing water containing one part per million or 
more of fluorine, fluorine compounds such 
as insecticidal sprays for fruits and veg¬ 
etables and the mining and conversion of 
phosphate rock to superphosphate, which is 
used as fertilizer... Another source of fluo¬ 
rine intoxication is from the fluorides used 
in the smelting of many metals, such as steel 
and aluminum, and in the production of 
glass, enamel and brick. ” 

Following the initial fluoridation of the 
water supply in Grand Rapids, Michigan, the 
“Journal of the American Dental Associa¬ 
tion” warned: 

“We do know the use of drinking water 
containing as little as 1.2 to 3.0 parts per mil¬ 
lion of fluorine will cause such developmen¬ 
tal disturbances in bones, as osteosclerosis, 
spondylosis and osteopetrosis, as well as goi¬ 
ter, and we cannot afford to run the risk of 
producing such serious systemic disturbances 
in applying what is at present a doubtful pro¬ 
cedure intended to prevent development of 
dental disfigurements among children. ” 

“Because of our anxiety to find some 
therapeutic procedure that will promote mass 
prevention of cavities, the seeming potenti¬ 
alities of fluorine appear speculatively at¬ 
tractive, but, in the light of our present 
knowledge or lack of knowledge of the chem¬ 
istry ofthe subject, the potentialities for harm 
far outweigh those for good. " 

Whatever happened to that sensible ap¬ 
proach? They surely had enough chemical 
knowledge to know that fluorine wrecks 
havoc with human metabolism and cannot 
possibly be “good for you.” What the offi¬ 
cial history does not chronicle is the lobby¬ 
ing pressure brought to bear on public health 
officials and the dental association. 
Yiamouyiannis covers it well in his excel¬ 
lent and timely book.

indefensible public water fluoridation cam¬ 
paign - which was lobbied down the gull¬ 
ible public’s throats - remember how your 
government has deceived you.

The harm 
would be greater if patients were kept out of 
such studies, he argued, than if they were 
entered without their explicit consent...’ 

“Others, however, are gravely concerned.

We actually got an ad¬ 
mission from Procter & Gamble in 1984 that 
a family-sized tube of Crest contains enough 
fluoride to kill a small child on the spot.

lawyer at Yale University said... ‘The first 
sentence of the first principle of the 
Nuremberg Code,’ he said, stated that noth¬ 
ing should be done to human beings without 
their consent...’ 

“Dr. Michelle H. Biros, an emergency 
medicine expert at the Hennepin County 
Medical Center in Minneapolis, Dr. Fost and 
others met privately in Washington two years 
ago and developed a consensus statement on 
waiving informed consent in emergencies. 
Their statement was published in “The Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical Association” 
in April 1995 and the campaign to get the 
Federal regulations changed was begun. 
Now the group has succeeded. ‘We didn’t 
accept all of their recommendations, but they 
certainly were very useful,’ Ms. Lee said...” 

NEW FEDERAL RULE MAKES

“George Annas, an ethicist and health law¬ 
yer at Boston University, said, ‘Most people 
would not want a doctor to flip a coin when 
they come into an emergency room.’ Instead, 
he said, ‘they would want their doctor to do what 
is best for them.’ And, he added, ‘that is what 
you lose in this - you lose the right to have 
your doctor treat you however he thinks best. ’ 

“Mr. Annas dismissed the argument that 
the research provided an opportunity for pa¬ 
tients. ‘For most people, research is not an 
opportunity,’ he said. ‘The average person 
wants treatment, not an opportunity to be 
researched on...’ 

“His concern, he said, is that investigators 
are ‘just trying to make research more effi¬ 
cient at the expense of human rights.’ The po¬ 
tential downside, he said, ‘is that doctors won’t 
try to get consent of the family anymore - now 
there’s zero reason to look for them.’ 

Mr. Katz is particularly concerned because 
the regulations allow doctors to enroll un¬ 
conscious patients in studies in which some 
subjects are given dummy medication. ‘The 
new regulations send a dangerous message 
to the research community,’ he said. That 
message, he explained is that it is more im¬ 
portant for research to proceed than it is for 
patients to have an opportunity to agree to 
be research subjects.”

Watch out! The promoters are at it again. 
They are taking advantage of the ignorance 
of many taxpayers by advising them to buy 
American Gold Eagles with funds in their 
Investment Retirement Accounts (IRAs). 

Although the claimed reasons might sound 
logical, there are almost no instances where 
putting American Eagles into your IRA 
makes economic sense. 

Over the past month, I’ve seen several ads 
by other dealers telling people that they can 
own gold without having to pay out new 
money because they can use the funds in their 
IRA. (It’s no coincidence that these ads ap¬ 
pear at the time of year when taxpayers are 
attentive to year-end tax planning.) 

The problems of using your IRA to acquire 
gold are conceptual and economic. 

The main conceptual problem: the purpose 
of an IRA is to arrange for the deferral of 
income taxes until the taxpayer actually with¬ 
draws the assets. Well, ownership of physi¬ 
cal gold accomplishes the same feature - in¬ 
come taxes are deferred until the gold is sold! 

Most taxpayers should put assets into the 
IRA that generate annual dividends and in¬ 
terest. Taxes on this income will then be de¬ 
ferred. Buy your gold directly and also de¬ 
fer taxes on its appreciation. 

If you did it the other way around, the taxes 
on the appreciation of your gold would still 
be deferred, but you would be paying income 
taxes on the dividends and interest you re¬ 
ceived during the year. 

There are several economic problems. 
First, if you want to own gold coins in your 
IRA, the government limits you to only two

Valentine: In other words, if you took the 
fluoride out of a tube of toothpaste all at one 
time and gave it to a small child in a single 
dose it would kill the child? 

Dr. Y: Yes it would. It would make an adult 
sick, but it would kill a 20-30 pound child. 

Valentine: You and Dr. Dean Burk, the re¬ 
tired head of cytochemistry at the National 
Cancer Institute, put out a report showing 
that fluoridation in water is linked to the can¬ 
cer rate in this country. 

Dr. Y: Dean Burk had published papers 
with four Nobel Prize winners. He had been 
the right-hand man to Otto Warburg, the only 
biochemist who won two Nobel Prizes. 
However, within six to nine months of our 
first meeting, Dean Burk was up to his knees 
in the same work that I was doing because, 
he too, found that fluoridation causes can¬ 
cer.

Also, to own gold coins in an IRA means 
that you will have to pay for an outside 
trustee. By law, the outside trustee must make 
the purchase of the coins, pay for them, re¬ 
ceive them from the dealer, and store them 
for the owner of the IRA. (WUCA comment: 
Not having physical possession yourself is 
also another major drawback with this sce¬ 
nario.) To soothe the bankers who lost some 
IRA cash accounts, Congress passed a law 
to prohibit IRA owners from serving as their 
own trustee of an IRA that owns gold coins. 
The lowest annual cost I’ve seen quoted for 
independent trustee and storage services is 
about $ 100. It doesn’t make sense to pay this 
annual fee when you can purchase the gold 
directly without such costs. 

There’s also the risk that Congress will 
expand the 15% excise taxes on IRAs. I’d 
hate to see you pay higher taxes simply be¬ 
cause you owned your gold in an IRA rather 
than directly. 

The one instance where it MIGHT be 
worth using an IRA to own gold is where an 
investor simply does not have available cash 
anywhere else. However, the annual over¬ 
head costs would eat up the value of a small 
gold holding. Consider this option only if 
the total gold acquisition would be sizeable 
enough to be worth the annual fees.

and causes more cancer - than any other sub¬ 
stance we’ve seen so far. 

Even the U.S. Public Health Service divi¬ 
sion called the National Institute of Envi¬ 
ronmental Health Sciences admits that fluo¬ 
ride causes genetic damage. And we know 
that anything that causes genetic damage is 
a prime suspect for causing cancer. 

In 1965, doctors at the University of Texas 
found they could increase tumor growth rates 
by giving as little as half a part per million 
in the water supply. 

In 1982 and 1984, Japanese scientists 
found that by means of submitting cells to 
relatively low levels of fluoride they could 
transform normal cells into cancer cells. In 
1988, Oregon National Laboratories, one of 
the most prestigious national laboratories, 
confirmed the Japanese study and said that 
not only does fluoride cause cancer, but that 
it promotes the cancer-causing effects of 


other chemicals as well. 

The chief toxicologist at the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency (EPA), Dr. William 
Marcus, looked at the data and reported in 
1990 and 1991 that there is no question that 
fluoride causes cancer. He lost his job, but 
he went to court to get his job back. 

That tells you that the orders about fluori¬ 
dation aren’t coming from scientists. In fact, 
the union of professional workers and sci¬ 
entists at the EPA has gone on record in op¬ 
position to the fluoridation of the water sup¬ 
ply. Despite that, the EPA director, Carol 
Browner, is going out and saying fluorida¬ 
tion is fine. Who appoints the EPA director? 
The president. Who appoints the president? 
The power brokers who include the petro¬ 
chemical industries, the steel and metal 
manufacturers. 

From 1990 to 1995 the “Journal of the 
American Medical Association” published 
four separate articles linking hip fracture 
rates to fluoride in the water. Since 1990 the 
National Cancer Institute and the New Jer¬ 
sey Department of Health have found 
osteocarcoma, a type of bone cancer, was 
substantially higher in young men exposed 
to fluoridated water as opposed to those who 
were not.

MANY NATIONS REFUSE TO 
POISON THEIR CITIZENS 

Several modem nations - including Aus¬ 
tria, Belgium, Denmark, Egypt, Finland, 
France, Germany, Greece, Holland, India, 
Italy, Luxembourg, Norway, Spain, Sweden 
and Switzerland - have rejected fluoridation 
of water supplies despite the pressures to do 
so from the United States and Great Britain. 

In Italy they actually “defluoridate” drink¬ 
ing water in communities that have a high 
natural fluoride content; Egypt said no, de¬ 
spite enormous U.S. political and eco¬ 
nomic pressure to try it; Denmark forbids 
fluoride in both food and water; Holland 
rejected fluoridation after 23 years of ex¬ 
periments involving 9 million citizens. All 
permission to fluoridate was cancelled. 
Sweden discontinued it after a 10-year 
experimental campaign and declared fluo¬ 
ridation “illegal.” In Switzerland they had 
one experimental program serving 4 per¬ 
cent of the population. In 1975 the Swiss 
Health Department advised they cease the 
practice “due to ineffectiveness.” 

Evidently the people of these nations are 
simply not as “smart and sophisticated” as 
are we Americans. In our country fluorida¬ 
tion is still widely propagandized, advocated 
and used, no matter the evidence.

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A WRECKING BALL FOR YOUR NEIGHBORHOOD 

Lavish Housing For Welfare Families is an Insult to All Hardworking, Taxpaying Citizens

The federal government is involved in eco¬ 
nomic blockbusting in thousands of the 
nation’s neighborhoods. Thanks to the De¬ 
partment of Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment (HUD), welfare recipients are using 
government handouts to move into middle- 
class and upper middle-class neighborhoods. 

Congress created the Section 8 program 
in 1974 to provide direct rent subsidies to 
selected low-income families. Section 8 cur¬ 
rently gives more than $7 billion a year in 
rental subsidies to over two million families. 
HUD Secretary Henry Cisneros is pushing 
to rapidly expand the program to allow more 
welfare recipients to move to affluent neigh¬ 
borhoods. Cisneros calls Section 8 “a won¬ 
derful mechanism because it gives people 
tremendous choice and mobility.” 

The program is a symbol of government 
welfare run amok - of social workers using 
the power of subsidies to forcibly change the 
nature of hundreds of suburban neighbor¬ 
hoods. Roberta Achtenberg, former HUD as¬ 
sistant secretary for fair housing, declared 
last year on National Public Radio: “We are 
compelled by statutory prescription as well 
as constitutional mandate to see to it that 
every American has open and free housing 
choice.” (WUCA comment: A totally ridicu¬ 
lous statement that shows a complete lack 
of what the Constitution says. No mention 
is ever made in the U.S. Constitution about 
housing of any kind. This woman is a Marx¬ 
ist/socialist and a typical Clintonista bent on 
destroying a once prosperous and free cou 
try.) But the only peopl .oday who have 
“free housing choice” are those who have 
HUD vouchers that force other taxpayers to 
cover all or most of their rent. 

HUD requires Section 8 recipients to pay 
between 10 and 30 percent of their income 
for rent, and the government picks up the 
difference between the renters’ share and the 
market rent. But, unlike how the IRS treats 
taxpayers, HUD makes little or no effort to 
verify recipients’ income or to ensure that 
they actually pay their small share of the rent. 
Since many recipients claim to have zero 
income, their rent is totally on the taxpay¬ 
ers’ back. 

Section 8 seeks to end the stigma of being 
on welfare by treating welfare recipients like 
a privileged class. Unfortunately, few Ameri¬ 
cans can afford the levels of rent that HUD 
shovels out. For example: 

• On the island of Nantucket, Massachu¬ 
setts, a famous playground of the rich, HUD 
’ /ill pay up to $ 1,749 a month for an apart¬ 
ment for welfare recipients. 


• In Stamford and Norwalk, Connecticut, 
HUD authorizes rental subsidies of more 
than $1,700 a month. 

• In Prince Georges, Frederick, Calvert, and 
Charles counties, Maryland, HUD will pay 
up to $1,396 in rental subsidies per apart¬ 


ment. But according to local realtors those 
counties have few, if any, apartments rent¬ 
ing for such high prices. 

“SINCE MANY RECIPIENTS

With such generous subsidies, many Sec¬ 
tion 8 recipients enjoy far more comfortable 
housing than do working Americans. For 
example, Section 8 certificates entitle wel¬ 
fare families to move into an apartment com¬ 
plex in Silver Spring, Maryland, that brags 
of its “deluxe modem kitchens with conve¬ 
nient breakfast bars,” microwave ovens, and 
heated pool with water jets. 

Such lavish rental subsidy levels have not 
warmed the hearts of some taxpayers. When 
newspapers in Ventura, California, and Dav¬ 
enport, Iowa, published articles last year on 
the level of Section 8 subsidies, HUD was 
bombarded with complaints from outraged 
private citizens. 

HUD forces landlords to treat Section 8 
renters better than renters who pay their own 


bills. It decreed that landlords can require 
only a $50 security deposit from Section 8 
renters - instead of the usual full month’s rent 
deposit required for unsubsidized renters. 
Supposedly, apartment owners can get re¬ 
imbursement from local HUD bureaucrats 


for damage done by Section 8 renters, but 
the bureaucrats routinely make it extremely 
difficult and time consuming to collect. 

HUD has vigorously pushed local hous¬ 
ing authorities to include mentally ill rent¬ 
ers in subsidized housing across the coun¬ 
try. Some of the mentally ill renters are vio¬ 
lent; two years ago, one such renter in Mas¬ 
sachusetts won a court victory on his right 
to subsidized housing even though he was 
judged to be a pyromaniac. 

Section 8 recipients can pull down a neigh¬ 
borhood because of the paralyzing red tape 
that HUD imposes on private landlords who 
want to evict recipients who are troublemak¬ 
ers, hooligans, or deadbeats. The image of 
violence has become so accepted in some 
areas that a Washington, D.C., rap band 
named itself “Section 8 Mob.” 

Federal rental subsidies should be abol¬ 
ished. Giving subsidies to allow selected 
welfare recipients to live the high life is 
an insult and an injustice to all working 
Americans.

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THE COURAGE TO TRY 

A Touching Story to Remember When You Think Things Are Running a Little Rough in Your Life

Every so often, a seemingly mundane event 
occurs in our lives that ends up affecting us 
in a profound manner. I’m not speaking of a 
major life change, like a death or serious ill¬ 
ness, but of something that could easily be 
overlooked or quickly forgotten. Allow me 
to share one such experience. 

Late last fall I was preparing an article for 
a local business journal; it was a typical up¬ 
date on how businesses were preparing for 
the upcoming Christmas selling season. 
While interviewing the store manager of one 
establishment, the manager had to excuse 
himself to talk with someone waiting at the 
counter. A young man and woman were there 
to speak with him about temporary Christ- 
mas-time employment. The young man, 
probably in his early twenties, was a bit ner¬ 
vous, though his look was serious and intent. 
He was sharply dressed (probably overdressed 
for the situation), in what was likely his best 
suit. He handed the manager his application, 
which, from a quick glance, appeared to be 
carefully filled out. He stood before the man¬ 
ager, straight and erect, listening attentively, 
but unsure just how to respond. 

The young man was afflicted with Down’s 
Syndrome. The woman with him explained 
that she was his sister, and had driven him 
over to return the application. The manager, 
who seemed a bit awkward with the situa¬ 
tion, politely explained the hiring process, 
and asked the young man if he had any ques¬ 
tions. Looking down, he nervously shook his 
head “no.” The manager then thanked him 
for stopping in, and said he would be mak¬ 
ing a decision on his extra Christmas help in 
a few days. The young woman thanked him, 
and the pair left the store. The manager re¬ 
turned to our interview, which we completed, 
though my thoughts were no longer on the 
subject of my visit. 

As I watched the young man leave the 
store, I knew he would never get the job. 
After all, this was a retail store where good 
communication skills were vital, and I don’t 
believe the young man spoke once during 
the entire time he was in the store. Still, I 
was overwhelmed by the courage that young 
man exhibited by being there. I don’t know 
if this was his first attempt at finding a job, 
or his hundredth. Either way, he was deter¬ 
mined to put his best effort forward and try 
for a job most of us would consider trivial. I 
thought about the time and care he put into 
dressing just right for that four-minute in¬ 
terview - the effort he must have put into 
filling out that application, to make it as neat 
and attractive as possible. As a former retail 


store manager myself, I knew that the typi¬ 
cal applicant wouldn’t put forth one-tenth of 
the effort that he obviously had. Yet it 
wouldn’t be enough. 

“COURAGE AND HONOR ARE

I wanted to ask the manager if there wasn’t 
something he could find for the young man 
to do - maybe rotating stock, or helping keep 
the store neat during the busy Christmas rush. 
I decided against this; it just wasn’t my place 
to do so. I quickly tried to think of another 
job opportunity I’d heard of before they 
drove away. But they had probably scoured 
the papers for every possibility already. I 
thought about how getting this job was likely 
the young man’s most important goal, and 
about the disappointment he would experi¬ 
ence when he was rejected. When the news 
came, his sister would probably put her arm 
around his shoulders, smile, and say, “Come 
on, let’s try again. I’ll drive you.” 

THE CLAMOR FOR ENTITLEMENTS 

We live in a time in our nation when citi¬ 
zens feel “entitled” to whatever they feel their 
needs are. When groups shout and stammer 
about how they “deserve” something from the 
society as a whole. When huge protests are 
organized among the “deserving” if govern¬ 
ment even suggests a slowdown in the amount 
of money to be redistributed to them. When 
politicians can gamer votes by pitting group 
against group, and creating class envy. When 
the government’s taking from one American 
to give to another is considered fair and righ¬ 
teous. If an individual disagrees with this 
policy, and wishes to keep more of what he 
produces and earns, he is branded as greedy. 

The young man I encountered on that late 
autumn day wasn’t content to play by those 
rules. Although he, if anyone, was in need 
of society’s assistance, he and his family 
decided that his best option was to try and 
help himself by being a productive, work¬ 
ing citizen. And even though he probably 
had been rejected more times than any of us 
will ever be, he was putting forth his best 
effort in trying again. I’d like to think that 
his perseverance will pay off, that goodness 
will prevail and he will find his dream job. I 
know that in the real world, however, that 
may not happen, particularly because of 
minimum-wage laws and other labor regu¬ 
lations that discourage prospective employ¬ 
ers from hiring such workers. 

That young man touched my life for a mere 


five minutes, but I doubt I will ever forget 
him. Every time I see some group ranting in 
front of a congressional committee about 
how they deserve more taxpayer dollars, I’ll 
think of him. Every time I hear some able- 
bodied person complain on camera about 
how unfair life is, and how government 
should come to the rescue, I’ll think of him. 
Every time I get depressed about how tough 
things are for me, and how I might as well 
quit trying, I’ll think of him. I’ll always re¬ 
member the grace with which he took on this 
task - a simple task to most of us, but one of 
Herculean proportions to him. 

The concept of personal responsibility has 
lost its luster in recent years. Yet just when 
it seems that dodging what is right for what 
is convenient is the universally accepted 
premise, a simple, profound example of what 
is right can surface to rekindle our faith. 

I have a new hero now. My heroes have 
never been celebrities or sports figures or 
politicians. They are simple, hard-working, 
honorable people, who, striving against life’s 
obstacles, don’t always win, but keep up the 
struggle. People who after succeeding or 
failing can look in the mirror and see some¬ 
one who always tried to do the honorable 
thing. People who, like this young man, have 
life’s odds stacked heavily against them, and 
struggle to achieve a goal most people take 
for granted. Courage and honor are the traits 
real heroes are made of. And courage, 
friends, takes many forms; it can be found 
in the least likely places when we least ex¬ 
pect it, but need it most.

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WASHINGTON TAKES OVER HEALTH CARE 

in a Stealth Move Known to Very Few Americans, The Feds Have Quietly Put New Draconian Health Care Laws Into 
Effect That Kills Privacy and Makes Criminals Out of Honest Citizens and Doctors for Trivial Actions

It’s back. Clinton’s big government take¬ 
over of your health care and the 
criminalization of independent medicine. 
This past Aueust. a lame-duck session of

Congress overwhelmingly passed an innocu¬ 
ous-sounding law called “The Health Insur¬ 
ance Portability and Accountability Act” 
(HR 3103, also known as the Kassebaum- 
Kennedy Health Care Bill). President 
Clinton quickly signed it, and it’s now the 
law of the land. 

When no one in Congress or the establish¬ 
ment media was paying attention, this in¬ 
nocuous-sounding law metamorphosed into 
a 328-page medical monstrosity. The final 
bill includes over 100-pages of new federal 
“healthcare crimes,” with draconian penal¬ 
ties for both doctors and patients, including 
seizure of a doctor’s assets and imprisonment 
of a patient for up to five years for receipt of 
“unnecessary” medical services (even the 
Soviet Union didn’t do that!). 

These new health care crimes were taken 
virtually word for word from Clinton’s dis¬ 
credited 1993 “Health Security Act.” By 
caving in to political pressure to “do some¬ 
thing about health reform” during an elec¬ 
tion year, Congress has enacted the worst, 
most dangerous features of ClintonCare. 

This outrageous law destroys medical pri¬ 
vacy; will double health insurance premiums; 
creates dozens of new federal health care 
crimes for both doctors and patients; will 
bankrupt many medical insurers; and could 
cause up to half the doctors in the U.S. to 
quit medicine or leave the country. 

Here are the gory details: 

NO MORE MEDICAL PRIVACY 

In the name of “administrative simplifica¬ 
tion,” your medical privacy is being abolished. 


The law mandates that within 18 months a 
national network of computers be set up to 
allow all companies in the health care in¬ 
dustry to pass your medical records back- 
and-forth at will and without your consent. 
(Sections 263 and 264.) 

Once this system is in place, your confiden¬ 
tial medical information will be freely avail¬ 
able to virtually every government agency, 
from Health and Human Services to the IRS, 
at the click of a computer mouse. 

In effect, the Kassebaum-Kennedy Act cre¬ 
ates a national medical databank, in which all 
your medical information must be formatted 
and stored in a way that is easily accessible to 
government authorities and HMOs. 

As former Congressman, (Just elected 
again this past November from Texas) Dr. 
Ron Paul explains: 

“Efficiency of record keeping is the excuse, 
but what we’re really getting is total loss of 
privacy for our medical information.” (“The 
Ron Paul Survival Report”, 9-15-96, p. 8.) 

What about doctors and hospitals opting 
out? In 98% of the cases that will be eco¬ 
nomically impossible, because - under the 
Act - any medical professionals who refuse 
to participate in providing patient data won’t 
be allowed to receive any monies from pri¬ 
vate insurance companies or from Medicare 
and other government health care programs. 

Under this law, corporate and government 
authorities using the new national medical data 
network will be able to force your doctor to 
provide virtually any of your medical infor¬ 
mation upon demand, including your doctor’s 
private notations and comments. The law says 
explicitly that practitioners must provide: 

“...any information, whether oral or re¬ 
corded in any form or medium that...is cre¬ 
ated or received by a health care provider, 
health plan, public health authority, em¬ 
ployer, life insurer, school or university, or 
clearinghouse.” (Pages 164 & 165.) 

As Dr. Paul points out, “The obvious re¬ 
sult will be that patients will not reveal, and 
doctors will not record, much of the impor¬ 
tant information that is valuable on a medi¬ 
cal record. Without confidence in privacy, 
good medical care is impossible; without 
privacy being fully honored, a free society 
cannot exist. And since social security num¬ 
bers are probably going to be used to iden¬ 
tify patients, medical records will be as eas¬ 
ily accessible as our credit information.” 

But loss of privacy is not the worst feature 
of this act by a long shot. 

FIVE YEARS IN PRISON FOR 
“UNCOOPERATIVE” PATIENTS 

The Kassebaum-Kennedy Act provides 
extensive penalties for both doctors and pa¬ 


tients who don’t comply with government 
control of health care or who even try to pro¬ 
tect their medical privacy. 

Any doctor or patient convicted of mak¬ 
ing a fraudulent statement to a health plan is 
punishable by 5 years in prison. (Page 207.) 

Failure to provide information to a crimi¬ 
nal investigator - which could mean any one 
of thousands of bureaucrats working for 
Health and Human Services, Medicare, or 
dozens of other government agencies - is also 
punishable by 5-year prison sentences. And 
“In ANY investigation relating to any act or 
activity involving a Federal health care of¬ 
fense... [the Attorney General] may require 
the production of ANY records that MAY 
be relevant.” (P. 210). 

Putting patients in prison for healthcare 
crimes is something you would expect in the 
Soviet Union or Nazi Germany - not in 
America. In addition, 

YOUR PROPERTY CAN NOW BE 
SEIZED FOR ANY OF DOZENS OF 
FEDERAL HEALTH CARE CRIMES 

All major U.S. criminal laws are amended 
to add health-care crimes to the list of of¬ 
fenses for which property can be seized. For 
example, Section 249 says, “The court, in 
imposing sentence on a person convicted of 
a Federal health-care offense, shall order the 
person to forfeit property, real or personal, 
that constitutes or is derived, directly or in¬ 
directly, from gross proceeds traceable to the 
commission of the offense.” 

In fact, as in the Clinton bill, a new fed¬ 
eral fund - the Health Care Fraud and Abuse 
Control Account - is created whose only in¬ 
come comes from criminal fines, and con¬ 
fiscation of the assets of doctors and pa¬ 
tients.” (WUCA comment: You don’t sup¬ 
pose there could be any conflict of interest 
here, do you!) 

As Dr. Orient of the American Associa¬ 
tion of Physicians and Surgeons (AAPS) 
comments, “Under such a system, prosecu¬ 
tors have an incentive to ’find’ fraud, even 
where none exists.” 

LIFE IMPRISONMENT FOR DOCTORS 

Other federal health-care penalties include 
“defrauding” any health care program. This 
is punishable by up to 10 years in prison for 
patients and up to life in prison for doctors, 
(p. 206 and 207.) 

What does “fraud” mean? Among other 
things, it means providing or receiving any 
medical care government bureaucrats deem 
“unnecessary,” too expensive, or excessive. 
As under the Clinton plan, the goal is to con¬ 
tain costs by controlling the number of ex¬ 
pensive procedures patients receive. 

As in socialist England, it may soon be il- 
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legal for U.S. doctors to provide kidney di¬ 
alysis or heart transplants for the elderly - 
even for patients who pay for these proce¬ 
dures with their own money. 

There are still more penalties for doctors. 
Page 197 assesses penalties of up to $10,000 
for each incorrect code doctors put on insur¬ 
ance forms. 

This one provision is enough to destroy 
virtually any medical practice. There are now 
over 87,000 approved codes, making fre¬ 
quent errors virtually unavoidable. Further¬ 
more, according to the Association of 
American Physicians and Surgeons, even 
these thousands of codes don’t cover many 
medical conditions, meaning there is no “cor¬ 
rect” code. Finally, official codes are continu¬ 
ally changing. 

According to 
“News of New 
York”, over 5,700 
erroneous codes 
were dropped by 
HCFA in the first 
few months of this 
year. At that rate, 
over 1/4 of all 
codes wi be 
changed thn jar 
alone, making it 
impossible for doc¬ 
tors to know when 
they are supplying 
the “correct” code. 

Worse, the burden 
of proof to show 
that a wrong code is 
not fraud is placed 
on the doctor. That 
gives the govern¬ 
ment the legal 
power to finan¬ 
cially destroy any 
doctor in America. 

For instance, Dr. 

Richard D. Fisher 
of Sun City, Arizona was slapped with an 
$80,000 fine for incorrect coding, because 
of a coding change “buried among hundreds 
of items” that he missed. Dr. Fisher says: 

“We left Canada to get away from this non¬ 
sense, although in Canada they don’t have jail 
time or asset forfeiture... We knew it was over 
for medicine in the U.S. in 1984, when the 
government fixed prices and there was no 
physician uprising. We’re getting out of medi¬ 
cine before they take us away in cattle cars.” 

In another case, United States vs George 
0. Krizek and Blanka H. Krizek, Civ. No. 
93-0054, two physicians were fined $80 
million - or approximately what they would 
earn from 800 years of hard work - for bill¬ 
ing errors. 

When the Clinton health-care plan was 
pending before Congress, up to half of U.S. 
doctors surveyed said they would quit medi¬ 
cine if it passed. Now that Kassebaum- 
Kennedy, with some of the worst features of 


the Clinton plan, is the law of the land, many 
doctors will quit or leave the country - cre¬ 
ating a shortage of professional medical care. 

EXPECT YOUR HEALTH 
INSURANCE COSTS TO DOUBLE 

The original purpose of the “Health In¬ 
surance Portability and Accountability 
Act” was to make health insurance por¬ 
table and available to more people - par¬ 
ticularly those with pre-existing medical 
conditions. The act does that by mandat¬ 
ing that insurance companies cannot deny 
coverage to anyone with a pre-existing 
condition, as long as they’ve maintained 
continual insurance coverage. 

Unfortunately, the real-world effect of that 
mandate is likely to be the exact opposite of 


what Congress intended. By forcing insur¬ 
ance companies to cover large numbers of 
additional people with serious and chronic 
medical conditions, insurance claims will 
skyrocket. And more claims mean higher 
premiums for everyone. Millions of people 
could be priced out of the health insurance 
market entirely.

According to the Council for Affordable 
Health Insurance, each 1% increase in pre¬ 
miums results in 280,000 people dropping 
their insurance coverage. 

And the new law will result in huge in¬ 
creases in premiums for the average person. 


According to the American Academy of Ac¬ 
tuaries, the law will result in a 3% to 5% in¬ 
crease in premiums. The Health Insurance As¬ 
sociation of America’s estimates are much 
higher: they forecast a 10% to 30% increase 
in premiums. 

That means that up to 8.4 million more 
Americans will be unable to afford health 
insurance as a result of the new law. 

Many insurers may also be driven out of 
business. In Washington State, a similar law 
resulted in insurance losses of over $100 
million, and 22 insurers dropped selected 
markets or pulled out of the state, according 
to the “Seattle Post-Intelligencer” (2-11-96). 

According to “Investors Business Daily” 
(8-5-96), when similar mandates were en¬ 
acted in New Jersey, family premiums 
charged by the state’s 
largest carrier, Time 
Insurance, rose by 
106%. Insurance 
premiums in New 
Jersey are now 
double what they 
are in the adjoining 
state of Pennsylva¬ 
nia. In New York 
such mandates 
caused health costs 
to rise 132%, com¬ 
pared to a 9% rise 
nationwide. 

Since this law 
will effect every in¬ 
surer in the country, 
you can expect your 
health insurance pre¬ 
miums to double.

Beanes’ friends had been 
unable to win his release, 
and, after obtaining ap¬ 
proval from President James 
Madison, Key set sail from 
Baltimore along with a pris¬ 
oner-exchange officer, to search for the ship 
and negotiate Beanes’ return. 

Incredibly, they found the ship and freed 
the physician. But the small party was barred 
from leaving the warship that night. The 
British were about to attack the city of Bal¬ 
timore, and their first assault would be on 
Fort McHenry, which protected the city.

A weak country 
is an open invitation to tyrants, while a strong 
country will deter tyrants, or as a last resort have 
the power to forceftilly resist if need be. It’ such 
an obvious fact, yet Comrade Clinton prefers to 
leave this country totally vulnerable to NBC 
weapons while working to give over our mili¬ 
tary to United Nations totalitarians.

Then conquer we must, when 
our cause it is just, 

And this be our motto, ( Tn 
God is our trust! ” 

And the Star-Spangled Banner 
in triumph Shall wave 

O ’er the land of the free 

and the home of the brave! 

It seems these days as though the national 
anthem is getting as much of a workout as 
any athlete. From the Olympics, to the po¬ 
litical conventions and on through the World 
Series this month, we have been awash in a 
season of red, white and blue. 

What a shame that more people do not 
know the full story of our national song - 
and more importantly, of the profound faith 
that beat in the heart of the man inspired to 
write it as he stood on the shuddering decks 
of an enemy warship that awful night. The 
national songs of many countries praise hu¬ 
man rulers or call men to arms; but because 
of the faith of Francis Scott Key, our coun¬ 
try has an anthem that is a hymn of thanks¬ 
giving to God.

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THE FDR SELL-OUT OF AMERICA 

Franklin Roosevelt Was Put Into High Office by Those Bent on Forcing the US. Into a World Totalitarian 
Government FDR Did Not Disappoint His Masters as He Systematically Sold Out His Countrymen

The Council on Foreign Relations (CFR) 
exerted only limited influence on Washington 
during the 1920’s. The American people had 
wearied of Wilsonian policy, 
with its attendant war, debt, taxa¬ 
tion, and inflation. In 1920, Re¬ 
publican Warren Harding was 
elected President with over sixty 
percent of the popular vote. A 
resolute opponent of both Bol¬ 
shevism and the League of Na¬ 
tions, Harding was anathema to 
the CFR and international bank¬ 
ers, a factor that should not be 
overlooked when considering 
the evil reputation some histo¬ 
rians have assigned him. 

Under Harding and his suc¬ 
cessor, Calvin Coolidge, the 
United States enjoyed unprec¬ 
edented prosperity in an atmo¬ 
sphere of world peace. It was a 
happy era of spirited accom¬ 
plishments, remembered for the 
introduction of radio and talk¬ 
ies, Lindbergh’s transatlantic 
flight, and Babe Ruth’s home 
runs. Some eight billion dollars 
were even sliced off the federal 
deficit accrued under Wilson. 

This atmosphere was apparently not to the lik¬ 
ing of the Money Trust. They sought to oust the 
new Republican dynasty from the White House 
and install someone more cooperative - Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 

Ever since his first Presidential campaign, FDR 
had been touted as a “man of the little people,” a 
knight on a white horse who stood up to Wall 
Street. This image is just that - an image. 

Roosevelt was himself a prototypic Wall 
Streeter. His family had been involved in New 
York banking since the eighteenth century. His 
uncle, Frederic Delano, was on the original Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Board. FDR had a customary Es¬ 
tablishment education, attending Groton and 
Harvard. During the 1920’s he pursued a career 
on Wall Street, working as a bond writer and 
corporate promoter, and organizing speculation 
enterprises. He was on the board of directors of 
eleven different corporations. 

In 1928, millionaire John Raskob, vice presi¬ 
dent of both Du Pont and General Motors, 
became chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee. He approached Roosevelt, whose 
family name carried distinction and political 
clout, about running for governor of New York 
- a traditional stepping stone for Presidential 
candidates. Roosevelt declined, explaining that 
he owed $250,000 in connection with his polio 
resort at Warm Springs, Georgia. However, af¬ 
ter Raskob and other men of wealth wrote out 


checks liquidating the debt, he agreed to run, 
and was elected New York’s governor that year. 

We mentioned earlier the maxim that what 
appears in “Foreign Affairs” [publication of 


the CFR] today becomes foreign policy tomor¬ 
row. It would be an exaggeration to say that 
we can predict who the next President will be 
by noting which politicians are writing in “For¬ 
eign Affairs”, but history suggests that, at stra¬ 
tegic times, the candidates favored by the Es¬ 
tablishment, or who at least seek its favor, 
contribute to the journal. 

“HE (FDR) GAVE CLEAR SIGNALS TO 
THE ESTABLISHMENT THAT 
HE WAS READY TO PLAY BALL IN THE 

GAME OF WORLD GOVERNMENT” 

In the July 1928 “Foreign Affairs”, some two 
months before Raskob approached him, FDR 
had published a piece entitled “Our Foreign 
Policy: A Democratic View.” In it, he recalled 
how Woodrow Wilson “brought home to the 
hearts of mankind the great hope that through 
an association of nations the world could in 
the days to come avoid armed conflict and 
substitute reason and collective action for the 
age-old appeal of the sword.” He gave clear 
signals to the Establishment that he was ready 
to play ball in the game of world government: 

“The United States has taken two negative steps. 
It has declined to have anything to do with either 
the League of Nations or the World Court- 

Even without full membership we Americans 
can be generous and sporting enough to give 


the League a far greater share of sympathetic 
approval and definite official help than we have 
hitherto accorded... 

The time has come when we must accept not 
only certain facts but many 
new principles ofa higher law, 
a newer and better standard 
in international relations. ” 

FDR’s bonds to the Coun¬ 
cil were affirmed by his son- 
in-law, Curtis Dali. Dali, a 
regular visitor at the 
Roosevelt home, eventually 
wrote a book entitled FDR: 
“My Exploited Father-In- 
Law”. He wrote therein: 

“For a long time Ifelt that 
FDR had developed many 
thoughts and ideas that were 
his own to benefit this coun¬ 
try, the U.S.A. But, he didn *t. 
Most of his thoughts, his po¬ 
litical “ammunition, ” as it 
were, were carefully manu¬ 
factured for him in advance 
by the CFR-One World 
Money group. Brilliantly, 
with great gusto, like a fine 
piece of artillery, he exploded 
that prepared “ammunition ” in the middle of 
an unsuspecting target, the American people 
- and thus paid off and retained his interna¬ 
tionalist political support. ” 

In 1929 the Council on Foreign Relations 
purchased new quarters for itself at 45 East 
65th Street in New York City. By a remark¬ 
able “coincidence,” this address was next door 
to the house of Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
had just become governor of the state. Thus, 
throughout the years preparatory to his White 
House tenure, FDR lived literally under the 
CFR’s shadow. 

THE ’29 BUST: FDR’s BOOM 

Tragedy is the mother of new directions. The 
Panic of 1907 spawned the Federal Reserve, 
the sinking of the Lusitania led us toward World 
War I, and the war itself nearly brought us into the 
League of Nations. What happened in late Oc¬ 
tober of 1929 would also rechart our destiny. 

Establishment historians present the ’29 stock 
market crash as they do most events: an acci¬ 
dent, evolved from erroneous policies, not from 
deliberate planning. We have all heard how fool¬ 
ish speculation bid stock prices high, but that 
the bubble finally burst, plunging brokers out 
of windows and America into the Depression. 

That version is correct enough, but has sev¬ 
eral missing parts. The free enterprise system

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has been the traditional scapegoat for the 
Crash. In reality, however, the Federal Re¬ 
serve prompted the speculation by expand¬ 
ing the money supply a whopping sixty-two 
percent between 1923 and 1929. When the 
central bank became law in 1913, Congress¬ 
man Charles Lindbergh had warned: “From 
now on, depressions 
will be scientifically 
created.” Like two con 
men working a mark, 
the Fed made credit 
easy while Establish¬ 
ment newspapers 
hyped what riches 
could be made in the 
stock market. ( WUCA 
comment: They 

wouldn’t be doing that 
today, would they!) 

Louis McFadden, 
chairman of the House 
Banking Committee, 
declared of the Depres¬ 
sion: “It was not acci¬ 
dental. It was a care¬ 
fully contrived occur¬ 
rence.... The interna¬ 
tional bankers sought to 
bring about a condition 
of despair here so that 
they might emeige as rulers of us all.” 

Curtis Dali, himself a syndicate manager for 
Lehman Brothers, was on the floor of the New 
York Stock Exchange on the day of the Crash. 
He said of the calamity: 

“Actually, it was the calculated “shearing ” 
ofthe public by the World-Money powers trig¬ 
gered by the planned sudden shortage of call 
money in the New York money market. ” 

It must be understood that an expedient ex¬ 
isted on the New York exchange called a “24 
hour broker call loan.” In those days, one could 
purchase stock on extensive credit. He could lay 
down, say, $100, and borrow $900 from a bank 
through his broker, to purchase $1000 in securi¬ 
ties. If the stock increased just ten percent in value, 
he could sell it, repay the loan, and walk away 
with his original investment doubled. 

The only problem was that such a loan could 
be called at any time - and if it was, the in¬ 
vestor had to pay it off within twenty-four 
hours. For most, the only way to do so was to 
sell the stock. One can imagine the impact on 
the market if a great multitude of these loans 
were called simultaneously. 

In “The United States’ Unresolved Mon¬ 
etary and Political Problems”, William Bryan 
explains what occurred during the ’29 Panic: 

“When everything was ready, the New York 
financiers started calling 24 hour broker call 
loans. This meant that the stock brokers and 
the customers had to dump their stock on the 
market in order to pay the loans. This natu¬ 
rally collapsed the stock market and brought 
a banking collapse all over the country be- 


cause the banks not owned by the oligar¬ 
chy were heavily involved in broker call 
claims at this time, and bank runs soon ex¬ 
hausted their coin and currency and they 
had to close. The Federal Reserve System 
would not come to their aid, although they 
were instructed under the law to maintain 
an elastic currency. ” 


Plummeting stock prices ruined small in¬ 
vestors, but not the top “insiders” on Wall 
Street. Paul Warburg had issued a tip in March 
of 1929 that the Crash was coming. Before it 
did, John D. Rockefeller, Bernard Baruch, 
Joseph P. Kennedy, and other money barons 
got out of the market. According to John 
Kenneth Galbraith in “The Great Crash, 
1929”, Winston Churchill appeared in the 
visitors’ gallery of the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change during the frenzy of the panic. It has 
been said that Bernard Baruch brought him 
there, perhaps to show him the power of the 
international bankers. 

Early withdrawal from the market not only 
preserved the fortunes of these men: it also en¬ 
abled them to return later and buy up whole 
companies for a song. Shares that once sold 
for a dollar now cost a nickel. Joseph P. Kennedy’s 
worth reportedly grew from $4 million in 1929 
to $ 100 million in 1935. Not everyone was sell¬ 
ing apples during the Depression! 

“ACTUALLY, IT (THE 1929 STOCK 
MARKET CRASH) WAS THE 
CALCULATED SHEARING OF 
THE PUBLIC BY THE WORLD- 
MONEY POWERS” 

FDR now rode an open highway to the 
Presidency, fueled by such men as Bernard 
Baruch. The latter’s assistant, Hugh Johnson, 
said of the campaign: “Every time a crisis 
came, B. M. [Baruch] either gave the neces¬ 
sary money, or went out and got it.” In the 
meantime, the Republicans were issued a 
death sentence. Newspapers blamed President 


Herbert Hoover for the Crash and Depression. 
The Federal Reserve, instead of moving to 
stimulate growth and recovery, contracted the 
money supply by more than one third between 
1929 and 1933, thus sustaining the Depres¬ 
sion and giving no relief to the thousands of 
banks dying from runs. 

President Hoover had a plan to bail out the 
banks, but he 
needed backing 
from the Demo¬ 
cratic Congress. 
After losing the 
1932 election, the 
lame duck Presi¬ 
dent appealed to 
Roosevelt: Would 
he issue a statement 
encouraging Con¬ 
gressional support, 
and thus help end 
the crisis? FDR gave 
no reply, later claim¬ 
ing that he had writ¬ 
ten one, but that due 
to an oversight it 
was not sent. The 
banks were allowed 
to go on collapsing 
right until his inau¬ 
guration, thus at¬ 
taching maximum 
stigma to the Republican Party. Ironically, when 
the new President announced emergency bank¬ 
ing measures, he used the very plan drawn up 
by Hoover’s Treasury Secretary. 

ROOSEVELT IN THE WHITE HOUSE 

FDR did much to indulge his mentors. In 
his first year in office, he granted recognition 
to the Soviet Union, fulfilling an objective 
long promulgated by “Foreign Affairs”. 

In 1934, he took America off the gold stan¬ 
dard, setting the stage for unrestrained expan¬ 
sion of the money supply, leading to decades 
of inflation - and decades of credit revenues 
for his friends in finance. With his Treasury 
Secretary, Henry Morgenthau, Jr. (the son of 
a founding CFR member), he arbitrarily 
jacked up the price of gold from $20 per ounce 
to $35, yielding untold profits for the inter¬ 
national banking community. 

FDR is probably best remembered for the 
New Deal, with its vast tangle of tri-lettered 
bureaus and agencies. Of course, since a large 
portion of the work force was unemployed, 
there was not enough tax revenue to pay for 
these programs. So the government turned to 
its other source - borrowing. In effect, the in¬ 
ternational bankers, having created the Depres¬ 
sion, now loaned America the cash to recover 
from it. Naturally, the interest on these loans 
would be borne on the backs of taxpayers for 
years to come. But many impoverished Ameri¬ 
cans were only too ready to accept the money 
dangled by FDR, without any deep contem¬ 
plation of its origins or consequences. 

While thousands went hungry, the 
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President’s Agricultural Adjustment Admin¬ 
istration (AAA) paid farmers to destroy their 
crops and livestock to “raise prices.” Even a 
child could see the madness of these actions, 
which demonstrated the dangers inherent in 
granting excessive power to government. What 
the New Deal really gave America was a thick 
dose of socialism, or government monopoly. 
This, of course, was precisely what the inter¬ 
national bankers sought. To this day, many 
Americans do not perceive that when they ac¬ 
cept federal aid, they almost invariably sur¬ 
render a degree of freedom or control. Sun¬ 
sets may be an exception to the old saw, “You 
can’t get something for nothing,” but govern¬ 
ment benefits are not. 

Top Wall Streeters were pleased with the cre¬ 
ation of the Export-Import Bank in 1934, but 
the New Deal agency they probably liked most 
was the National Recovery Administration 
(NRA), which was designed to regulate the 
country’s businesses. 

The essence of the plan for the NRA was 
laid out by Bernard Baruch in a speech on May 
Day in 1930. As chairman of the War Industries 
Board during World War I, Baruch had pos¬ 
sessed government-granted autocratic power 
over America’s businesses. He now savored the 
idea of the same arrangement in peacetime. 
Roosevelt appointed Baruch’s protege, Hugh 
Johnson, to run NRA. Assisting Johnson were 
Gerard Swope, president of General Electric and 
a member of the CFR; Walter Teagle, chairman 
of the board of Standard Oil of New Jersey and 
a director of I.G. Farben’s American subsidiary; 
and Louis Kirstein, vice president of Filene’s of 
Boston. Thus the bureau was administered by 
the captains of industry - the very people who, 
myopic historians tell us, regarded the New Deal 
as a dreaded scourge. It is notable that when 
FDR operated on Wall Street, his office had been 
at the same address as the offices of Baruch and 
Swope -120 Broadway. 

The NRA collaborated with business to set 
prices, wages, and working conditions. The trick 
was that the largest companies had the most say. 
For example, in establishing NRA guidelines 
for the iron and steel industry, U.S. Steel was 
allotted 511 votes, while Allegheny Steel, a small 
firm, had only seventeen; Continental Steel had 
but sixteen. This meant that giant corporations 
could dictate the operating standards in their re¬ 
spective fields, strangling small competitors out 
of existence. In the iron and steel industry alone, 
there were more than sixty complaints of such 
oppression in early 1934. 

This book is not intended to vindicate 
Herbert Hoover, who sometimes compromised 
with the international bankers, and even joined 
the CFR in 1937. But it should be observed that 
Wall Street had attempted to force NRA on him 
while he was President. He refused, and paid 
for it. In his memoirs, Hoover wrote: 

“Among the early Roosevelt fascist measures 
was the National Industry Recovery Act 
(NRA)... The origins of this scheme are worth 
repeating. These ideas were first suggested by 
Gerard Swope... Following this, they were 


adopted by the United States Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. During the campaign of 1932, Henry 
I. Harriman, president of that body, urged that 
I agree to support these proposals, informing 
me that Mr. Roosevelt had agreed to do so. I 
tried to show him that this stuff was pure fas¬ 
cism; that it was merely a remaking of 
Mussolini s “corporate state " and refused to 
agree to any of it. He informed me that in view 
of my attitude, the business world would sup¬ 
port Roosevelt with money and influence. That 
for the most part, proved true. ” 

The police-state power of NRA was perhaps 
best illustrated by the case of Jack Magid, a 
New Jersey tailor. Magid pressed a suit for 
thirty-five cents, whereas the NRA code for 
tailors stipulated forty cents. For this “crime,” 
Magid was fined and thrown in jail. 

Luckily for America, the Supreme Court 
ruled the NRA and AAA unconstitutional. 
Roosevelt retaliated by sending a bill to Con¬ 
gress that would enable him to appoint as many 
as six additional Supreme Court Justices. This 
became known as the famous “court-packing” 
scheme. But even the President’s friends on 
Capitol Hill could not stomach such an assault 
on the checks and balances of power, and the 
measure failed. 

“WE SHALL HAVE WORLD 

GOVERNMENT WHETHER 
OR NOT YOU LIKE IT - 
BY CONQUEST OR CONSENT” 

James Warburg to a Senate committee 

The Council on Foreign Relations played a 
significant role in the Roosevelt administration, 
although its influence did not peak until World 
War II. After being nominated at the 1932 
Democratic convention, FDR traveled to Colo¬ 
nel House’s home to pay his respects. House 
had an article published in the January 1933 
“Foreign Affairs” laying out what some of the 
new Washington regime’s aims should be. 
Among the officials Roosevelt drew from the 
ranks of the CFR were Secretary of State Ed¬ 
ward Stettinus (former board chairman of U.S. 
Steel and the son of a Morgan partner), Assis¬ 
tant Secretary of State Sumner Welles, and War 
Secretary Henry Stimson. Wall Street banker 
Norman H. Davis, who served as the Council’s 
president from 1936 to 1944, was FDR’s close 
friend and went on missions abroad for him. 
James P. Warburg (CFR), the son of Paul 
Warburg, became a member of the President’s 
“brain trust.” It was James Warburg who would 
later tell a Senate committee: “We shall have 
world government whether or not you like it - 
by conquest or consent.” Other CFR men held 
various positions in the Roosevelt government. 

The Establishment also sought control of the 
Republican Party, which the Crash had bro¬ 
ken. The Republican Presidential nominee in 
1940 was Wendell Willkie. Certainly no one 
could call Willkie a party traditionalist. Until 
the year he ran, he had been a registered Demo¬ 
crat. A rabid internationalist, he wrote a book 
entitled “One World” and later became a CFR 


member. Seven weeks before the nominating 
convention, a poll showed that only three per¬ 
cent of Republicans favored Willkie. But thanks 
to some mass media magic, he emerged as “the” 
candidate. Congressman Usher Burdick had this 
to say about it before the House: 

“We Republicans in the West want to know 
if Wall Street, the utilities, and the interna¬ 
tional bankers control our party and can se¬ 
lect our candidate? 

I believe I am serving the best interests of 
the Republican Party by protesting in advance 
and exposing the machinations and attempts 
ofJ.P. Morgan and the New York utility bank¬ 
ers in forcing Wendell Willkie on the Republi¬ 
can Party... 

There is nothing to the Willkie boom for Presi¬ 
dent except the artificial public opinion being 
created by newspapers, magazines, and the radio. 
The reason back of all this is money. Money is be¬ 
ing spent by someone, and lots of it. ” 

Wendell Willkie lost the election, but that was 
of no concern tothe insiders of Wall Street; they 
were supporting both candidates. Willkie soon 
became an international emissary for FDR. 

In September 1939, Hitler’s troops invaded 
Poland. Britain and France declared war on 
Germany; World War II had begun. CFR mem¬ 
bers were interested in exploiting the Second 
World War - as they had the first - as a justifi¬ 
cation for world government. This, of course, 
later became reality in the crude form of the 
United Nations, which was predominantly 
their creation. However, to involve America 
in such a body would first require involving it 
in the war itself. 

In the final analysis, there is little difference 
between the goals of Marxism and capitalist 
monopolism. Both, along with the Council on 
Foreign Relations, share a common final ob¬ 
jective: one-world government. 

WUCA note: In the next issue or two we will

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GUN CONTROL - GATEWAY TO TYRANNY

The “Feinstein Amendment” that banned the 
manufacture and future sale of 19 specific 
semi-automatic firearms and hundreds of oth¬ 
ers that are functionally identical became law 
as part of the “Violent Crime Control and Law 
Enforcement Act of 1994.” In a display of ar¬ 
rogance, Senator Dianne Feinstein declared 
after the passage of this law “If I could have 
gotten 51 votes in the Senate of the United 
States for an outright ban, picking up every 
one of them, Mr. and Mrs. America, turn them 
all in I would have done it.”

♦ Uganda, 1971-1979; 300,000 Christians 
and Political Rivals of Idi Amin murdered. 

♦Cambodia, 1975-1979; 1 million murdered. 

TOTAL MURDER VICTIMS: 

55.9 million 

In all seven of the genocides summarized 
above, “gun control” laws were in force be¬ 
fore the genocide occurred, in some cases 
decades before. In five of the seven geno¬ 
cides, the lethal law, the “gun control” law 
was in force before the “genocide regime” 
took power. 

“Gun control” laws are usually enacted 
during a crisis or a perceived crisis. Presi¬ 
dent Clinton and “gun control” advocates in 
Congress feel that our streets have become 
unsafe. This is a perceived crisis. Advocates 
of “gun control” exploit tragic events for 


their own short-term political gain, e.g. the 
shooting aboard the Long Island Railroad in 
New York. The President is even attempt¬ 


ing to exploit the loss of life at the Murrah 
Federal building in Oklahoma City even 
though there were no firearms involved. The 
future effects on America can be disastrous. 

Government officials, not hate groups or 
common criminals, were responsible for 
these seven genocides. In most of these cases 
the murder victims outnumbered their mur¬ 
derers; yet they were powerless to defend 
themselves because they were disarmed. 

“Gun control” advocates claim criminal 
abuse of firearms justifies regulation. This is 
moral perversion. It is outrageous to even con¬ 
sider eliminating certain Constitutionally guar¬ 
anteed freedoms because a few criminals 
abuse firearms. We should not define the rights 
of the law-abiding based on criminal actions.

The people who advocate banning the 
manufacture and sale of certain semi-auto¬ 
matic firearms claim they are abused to mur¬ 
der law enforcement officers. Not so! Each 
year since 1972 the Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation (FBI) has published a report en¬ 
titled “Law Enforcement Officers Killed and 
Assaulted.” Between 1972 and 1976 firearms 
abused to kill law enforcement officers are 


sub-divided only into handguns, rifles and 
shotguns. However, beginning in 1977 the 
data also contains “Type and Size of Fire¬ 
arm”; this section 
lists the firearms 
abused by caliber. 

The following 
numbers are en¬ 
lightening: 

• 1,330 law en¬ 
forcement officers 
were killed with 
firearms between 
1977 and 1994. 

• 1,014 (76.24%) 
were killed with 
handguns (including 
officers killed with 
their own firearms). 

• 202 (15.19%) 
were killed with 
rifles of all types - 

46 of the 202 officers killed with rifles were 
killed with a rifle that, by its caliber, could 
have been a military-type firearm. In fact, 
only 2 AK type rifles could have been abused 
to kill a law enforcement officer over this 
17-year period! 

Essentially, over a 7-year period only 
3.20% of the 1,439 law enforcement offic¬ 
ers killed were killed by firearms that could 
have been military-type rifles based solely 
upon the caliber of the rifle. 

When rioting erupted in Los Angeles in 
1992, the police fled to avoid being overrun 
by mobs of looters. After the looters wrecked 
their neighborhoods, several days passed be¬ 
fore the police returned, backed by US Army 
troops and Marines. However, many in the 
Korean-American community stayed to de¬ 
fend the homes and businesses that they had 
worked so hard to build. They were armed 
largely with semi-automatic firearms. The Los 
Angeles police did not have a duty in April 
1992 - nor have they ever had a duty to - pro¬ 
vide protection to “average citizens.” The U.S. 
Supreme Court settled this in 1856. 

An armed citizenry is close to being geno¬ 
cide-proof. In December 1979, the ex-Soviet 
Union invaded neighboring Afghanistan. Most 
of the 16 million Afghans are devout Mus¬ 
lims. They rejected the atheism of their So¬ 
viet-backed government. Afghanistan has 
never been “governed” by whomever held 
Continued on bottom of page 23 ....

Suppose that next week one of those cute 
cars or trucks labeled “for official use only” 
that we see all over our highways were to 
drive upwind of an American city and re¬ 
lease a few canisters of aerosol-borne anthrax 
spores, and that the resulting epidemic of suf¬ 
fering from this disease killed 2 million 
American men, women, and children.

Desowitz in “Nature”, reviews a book “The 
Tomorrow of Malaria” by S. Litsios which 
gives an “account of malaria’s current an¬ 
nual toll - 300 million cases with 2 million 
deaths.

“Green and Gold”, September 1996, p.4 (P.O.

“Remembering Silent Spring and Its Con¬ 
sequences” by J. Gordon Edwards (available 
by reprint from Dr. J. Gordon Edwards, De¬ 
partment of Biological Sciences, San Jose 
State University, One Washington Square, 
San Jose, CA 95192-0100), should be in ev¬ 
ery biology class. Edwards gives the science, 
nonscience and politics behind the EPA ban 
of DDT even though the EPA’s own investi¬ 
gations concluded that DDT was not harmful 
to man, fish, birds, or other wildlife. 


Edwards writes that a reporter asked Charles 
Wurster, chief “scientist” for the Environmen¬ 
tal Defense Fund, if a DDT ban wouldn’t re¬ 
sult in the greater use of much more toxic 
pesticides that had a long history of killing 
people. Wurster’s response, “So what? People 
are the cause of all the problems. We have 
too many of them. We need to get rid of some 
of them and this is as good a way as any.” He 
was then asked: “Doctor, how do you square 
the killing of people with the mere loss of some 
birds (although the science showed birds were 
not being harmed by DDT)?” Wurster an¬ 
swered: “It doesn’t really make a lot of differ¬ 
ence, because the organo phosphate acts lo¬ 
cally and only kills farm-workers, and most of 
them are Mexicans and Negroes.”

power in the capital, Kabul. Afghans look 
after themselves: most adult males are armed. 
Armed Afghan civilians attacked the Afghan 
and Soviet armies. 

Afghanistan had no “gun control” before 
the Soviet invasion. Thus armed Afghan ci¬ 
vilians put the Afghan and Soviet armies on 
the defensive. These civilians’ resolve moved 
other countries, including the United States, 
to supply heavier arms (anti-aircraft missiles). 
In 1989, the war-weary Soviets withdrew their 
115,000 troops. The Afghans offer a perfect 
example of how armed civilians without heavy 
weapons can wreck armies. Had the Afghans 
been unarmed, the Soviets most certainly 
would have been able to commit mass mur¬ 
der of anyone who opposed them. 

During debate on the “1994 Crime Bill,” 
President Clinton said: “To hide behind the 
rights of sports people to justify the kind of 
unconscionable behavior that takes place 
every single day on the streets of this coun¬ 
try is an unforgivable abuse of our common 
right to be hunters.” 

As demonstrated above, the ownership of 
a semi-automatic firearm has absolutely 
nothing to do with hunting and everything 
to do with preventing mass murder.

This is an ongoing story of politi¬ 
cal power, conscience, and genocide on a scale 
rivaled only by the mass killings under Stalin 
and Mao. It is not mitigated by the claims from 
the EPA and the President that they are acting 
with good intentions.

“concentration camps.” Genocide can hap¬ 
pen in America.

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WHY SUCH A CHAOTIC SOCIETY TODAY? 

All the Sad Statistics Point to the Continued Decay of American Society - 
With the Answer to the Morass Being Rather Basic 


According to conservative columnist/social 
critic Robert Walters, Americans are living 
amidst social and moral chaos. He explains the 
root causes of America’s moral and social de¬ 
cay: “We failed to teach enduring values to our 
children. We put material things above eternal 
things... we valued the fruits of the extra in¬ 
come higher than the teaching of values such 
as honor, love, obedience, hard work and re¬ 
spect.” Moreover, “We no longer demand vir¬ 
tuous behavior from our own children; we elect 
people to high public offices who have a his¬ 
tory of indiscretion and immoral conduct.

The penalty we are paying is our society has 
become a cesspool of dmgs, AIDS, homosexu¬ 
ality, abortion, pornography, incest, satanism, 
child abuse and all other criminal activities 
known to man.” She adds: “Our divorce courts 
are over-crowded because we have forgotten 
or ignored the rule ’Till death do us part’ in our 


marriage vows. AIDS has become a threat to 
the entire world because we have forgotten the 
rule 'Thou shalt not commit adultery.’” 

FBI statistics support the contention that 
America is in a state of social and moral chaos; 
these statistics reveal that: A crime is reported 
every two seconds; a person is murdered every 23 
minutes; every five minutes a woman is raped; 
every 51 seconds someone is robbed; an assault 
occurs every 28 seconds; a burglary takes place 
every 12 seconds; a theft is reported to police ev¬ 
ery four seconds, every 20 seconds a car is stolen. 

In his new book “Why America Needs Reli¬ 
gion” (Wm. B. Eerdmans Co.), University of 
Massachusetts scholar-educator Dr. Guenter 
Lewy points out further indices of America’s 
social and moral disorder: “The number of 
cohabitating unmarried couples in the United 
States tripled during the 1970s and nearly 
doubled again during the 1980s. In today’s 
society, divorce is available upon request and 
carries no social stigma. The religious and 
moral bonds that hold families together have 
been loosened as more and more people think 
of themselves as rights-bearing and pleasure¬ 
seeking individuals who form and sever rela¬ 
tionships with other people according to their 


own convenience.” Dr. Lewy adds: “In the 
United States in 1970, there were 47 divorced 
persons for every 1,000 married persons, by 
1989 there were 138. Between 1970 and 1992, 
the portion of children under 18 living with only a 
mother increased from 11 per cent to 23 percent 
The percentage of children bom to unmarried 
women jumped from 11 to 28 per cent between 
1970 and 1990. In the face of these figures, 
one cannot but conclude that the traditional 
family is in a state of serious crisis.” 

And what is the root cause of America’s so¬ 
cial and moral disorder? The late Dr. Russell 
Kirk, author of “The Conservative Mind, Eliot 
and His Age, Enemies of the Permanent 
Things”, etc., provided this spiritually discern¬ 
ing response: “What ails modem civilization?

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WHAT UNIONS WONT TELL THEIR MEMBERS 

Most Union Members Do Not Realize That They Have the Legal Right to Have All Union Dues 

Returned That Are Used For Political Purposes

This past Labor Day week, the newspa¬ 
pers and the airwaves were saturated with 
praise for labor unions. One thing you won’t 
read or hear very much of, however, is how 
unions deny their own members a basic right 
that has been affirmed by the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Union members seldom are told - and as a 
result, very few know - that they have a right 
to demand a refund of that portion of their 
dues used to back political candidates or 
lobby for causes with which they may dis¬ 
agree. Kenneth Weinstein and Thomas 
Wielgus of the Heritage Foundation be¬ 
lieve this is not small potatoes: “Depend¬ 
ing on the individual union and the ac¬ 
counting rules applied,” they write in a 
recent Heritage report, “union dues de¬ 
voted to non-collective bargaining activi¬ 
ties could range from under $200 to well 
over $2,000 a year per union member.” 

If you’ve wondered where the AFL-CIO 
is getting the $35 million it’s spending [for 
the expressed purpose of] defeating conser¬ 
vative Republicans this November, this is 
where it primarily comes from - out of union 
dues that are not for collective bargaining. 
In the twenty-nine states that do not have 
right-to-work laws, including Montana, a 
worker can be fired for refusing to pay union 
dues, even if such dues are used for purposes 
that run counter to his or her religious, moral, 
or political beliefs. 

In 1988, the U.S. Supreme court ruled in 
its Beck decision that workers everywhere 
are entitled to a refund of every nickel of 
their union dues that does not go for collec¬ 
tive bargaining purposes. Unfortunately, the 
Beck decision has not been enforced. 

Even President Bush’s feeble effort to 
implement it for businesses that do work 
under federal contract was rescinded by the 
union-friendly Clinton administration. The 
National Labor Relations Board (NLRB) has 
joined the conspiracy of silence by doing 
essentially nothing on the issue while orga¬ 
nized labor rips off its own members to the 
tune of millions of dollars. 

Keep in mind that there is nothing anti¬ 
union about the Beck decision. It is simply 
pro-worker, pro-free speech, pro-human 
rights and anti-coercion. Any worker who 
wants to kick in cash for his leadership’s pet 
political causes can still write out a check. 
Enforcing Beck means the unions have to 
ask for that check and they can’t have any¬ 
body fired if they don’t want to write one. 

In an April 1996 survey of 1,000 union 


members, 78 percent indicated they did not 
know they had a right to obtain a refund for 
the portion of their mandatory dues spent on 
political activities. The survey also revealed 
that once union members realized what their 
Beck rights were, 56 percent would be likely 
to request a refund.

Even when workers know their rights, the 
unions make it difficult to exercise them. For 
example, inquiring workers are routinely 
misled about the numbers. Exactly what con¬ 
stitutes “non-collective bargaining activities” 
is a matter subject to some disagreement, 
and the unions usually “fudge” it to their 
advantage. Marshall Breger, former So¬ 
licitor of the Department of Labor, states 
that as much as 80 percent of union dues, 
on average, are used for non-collective 
bargaining activities. The National Edu¬ 
cation Association and its local teacher 
union affiliates lost an important case in

the Supreme Court when it was deter¬ 
mined that they were spending just 10 per¬ 
cent of union dues for collective bargaining. 

There is hope for worker rights, however. 
An Illinois Congressman, Harris Fawell, has 
introduced a bill (H.R. 3580) that would re¬ 
quire labor unions to get permission from 
their members before using mandatory dues 
for politicking and other non-collective bar¬ 
gaining purposes. Senator Judd Gregg of 
New Hampshire has introduced a similar 
measure in the Senate (S. 1845). 

A coalition of union leadership, liberal 
Democrats, and the NLRB has kept the 
lid on this message long enough. Why 
don’t they want workers to know about 
such fundamental rights as those affirmed 
in the Beck decision? 

Maybe it’s because they know that their 
power rests upon workers being kept in the 
dark and denied free choice. If the way 
unions spend their members’ money must 
depend upon ignorance and coercion, it 
ought to raise a few doubts about the mes¬ 
sage itself, don’t you think?

Not content with this enormous acreage, the green 
gestapos also want to incorporate the Frank 
Church-River of No Return Wilderness and adja¬ 
cent roadless areas for a grand total of 15,800 
square miles. No grizzly bears inhabit this mon¬ 
strous territory at the present time and there is 
little solid evidence that they ever did. Lewis and 
Clark encountered grizzlies on the plains, but not 
in the mountains. 

So where would the bears come from to populate 
the “recovery zone”? Some would be relocated from 
healthy populations, but most would wander in 
through corridors connecting the greater Salmon 
core area with the greater Yellowstone, Glacier, 
Yaak, and Hell’s Canyon wildland ecosystems. 

According to environmental "experts,” a viable 
population of grizzlies must number a minimum 
of 2,000 - hence the corridors linking the sepa-

The Continuing Dumbing Down of America Via the Government Controlled “Education” System is Nothing More

“Many companies have moved operations 
to places with cheap, relatively poorly edu¬ 
cated labor. What may be crucial, they say, 
is the dependability of a labor force and how 
well it can be managed and trained - not its 
general educational level, although a small 
cadre of highly educated creative people is 
essential to innovation and growth. Ending 
discrimination and changing values are prob¬ 
ably more important than reading and mov¬ 
ing low-income families into the middle 
class.” Thomas B. Sticht, president and se¬ 
nior scientist, Applied Behavioral and Cog¬ 
nitive Sciences, Inc., San Diego, California, 
a member of the U.S. Secretary of Labor’s 
Commission on Achieving Necessary Skills. 

CHEAP LABOR 

What Sticht is saying is that we need more 
low-wage laborers in America. The only way 
to keep such a labor pool available is to make 
sure most students don’t get an education! As 
long as the masses are poor and uneducated, 
the “small cadre of highly educated, creative 
people” can control them and have the kind 
of life they want, without any competition from 
the masses. Sticht is proposing that we pre¬ 
pare a workforce with limited learning for life¬ 
long labor. We need to recognize this position 
for what it really is. 

Now, you decide: Is Sticht a willing dupe who 
actually believes in the goodness of the “small 
cadre,” - or is he part of the “small cadre”? 

FEDERALLY CONTROLLED 
EDUCATION 

The Clinton administration is in lockstep 
with Sticht and those of his ilk. During the 
Bush years, Hillary Clinton was on the board 
of directors for the National Center on Edu¬ 
cation and the Economy. This group was 
established by the Carnegie organization, the 
engine driving social change through edu¬ 
cation in this country. In June 1990, this 
group published a report called “America’s 
Choice: High Skills or Low Wages.” This 
report calls for reformers who can connect 
Labor with education. On the second page 
of this document, there is the statement: 

“...the system is managed by a small group 
of educated planners and supervisors who do 
the thinking for the organization. They plan 
strategy, implement changes, motivate the 
workers and solve problems. Extensive admin¬ 
istrative procedures allow managers to keep con¬ 
trol of a large number of workers. Most employ¬ 
ees under this model need not be educated. It is 
far more important that they be reliable, steady 
and willing to follow directions.” 


So, what they are saying is that we need 
compliant workers who do what they are 
told, with a good attitude. How do they pro¬ 
pose to produce this idealized labor pool of 
“happy campers”? Start by teaching students, 
from the earliest grades, the attitudes and 
social behaviors that will please business.

At all costs, they would avoid a broad-based, 
high quality, academic education. Dr. James 
A. Gilson, in his article, “Big Brother Ar¬ 
rives,” puts it very succinctly: “Through 
learner outcomes, the federal government 
will be able to order what student products 
it wishes and schools will compete to fill the 
specifications most cheaply. This will not be 
establishing a free-market education system 
controlled by individuals and families, but a 
government command system patterned af¬ 
ter the old Yugoslavia.” 

A PLANNED SOCIETY 

How far away are we from the pathway 
that conforms our children to a planned so¬ 
ciety? Ron Sunseri, in his book “Outcome- 
Based Education”, presented the following 
statements and advised the reader to note 
who made them: 

“A rough equality in general wealth and in¬ 
come is a necessary condition for equality 
ofpolitical power... ” 

“Most of the crimes that we know today would 
simply disappear under a socialist society. ” 

“The main emphasis will be on learning how 
to play, how to create, how to be an individual, 
and how to live and work collectively. ” 

“After the socialist revolution, education will 
have a much broader role... ” 


Sunseri tells us, “These statements were 
made in 1973 by Michael Lemer, a trusted 
associate of President Clinton and his wife 
in the early 1970s. Lemer led the Seattle 
Liberation Front, an ultra-Left organization 
described by the Washington State attorney 
general as “totally indistinguishable from Fas¬ 
cism and Nazism.” According to Sunseri, 
Lemer is still openly opposed to free-market 
capitalism, and as recently as 1988 wrote to 
then-governor Bill Clinton, saying, “You have 
helped me clarify my own thinking.” Sunseri 
adds that the Clintons have done nothing to 
distance themselves from Lemer - that, in fact, 
they remain close associates to this day. 

REINVENTING K-12 

Hillary Rodham Clinton and Ira Magaziner, 
the pair that created President Clinton’s so¬ 
cialized health care package are also the ar¬ 
chitects of OBE’s career-oriented education. 
They co-authored an article in “Educational 
Leadership” mapping out a plan to wed high 
schools to the workplace - a giant step to¬ 
ward socialized education. Two of their rec¬ 
ommendations: 1) nationally established 
performance-based standards for all students 
and 2) nationally established assessments 
(national test) that students must pass to 
achieve the Certificate of Initial Mastery, 
OBE’s new “diploma.”

“ideas,” the Department of Labor (yes, De¬ 
partment of Labor, not Eduction) is telling 
schools how to go about “reinventing K-12.” 
Using OBE, a system geared toward chang¬ 
ing attitudes and behavior skills, a national 
education system will be able to teach, evalu¬ 
ate, then remediate our children into well- 
oiled, compliant workers. Why can’t Johnny 
read? Well, it’s no accident. Elitists promot¬ 
ing OBE are intentionally restructuring 
schools to produce quotas of semi-literate 
workers. Students will be trained to perform 
menial tasks under supervision in order to 
serve the demands of the global economy. 

A distinct picture begins to emerge when 
we study the direction that OBE is taking our 
public schools. The reason “all children can learn” 
under the transformational OBE system is that 
there is no core of academics for which they will 
be responsible. The focus on social behaviors 
will enable them to function at a minimal, 
dependent level in the labor market.

During the phase of implementation de¬ 
signed to make people comfortable with the 
outcomes, citizens from Pennsylvania to

Oregon were told the outcomes would be 
locally determined. However, an early critic 
of OBE wrote over two decades ago what is 
still true today: 

“The ingeniousness of the process is that 
everybody thinks he is having a voice in the 
direction of the public schools... The change 
agents at the district level then function to 
‘identify’ needs and problems for change as 
they have been programmed... This is why 
the goals are essentially the same in schools 
districts across the country.” 

A FEARFUL 
MASTER 

What is wrong, you 
might ask, with a na¬ 
tional system of edu¬ 
cation controlled by 
the federal govern¬ 
ment? Probably noth¬ 
ing, if we had a gov¬ 
ernment that re¬ 
strained itself from 
attempts to invade 
and control the per¬ 
sonal lives of its citi¬ 
zens (WUCA com¬ 
ment: What we have 
today is a government 
obsessed with people 
control, which is why 
education should be 
totally separated from 
government). Unfortu¬ 
nately, that idea is 
sheer fantasy. To quote 
George Washington, 

“Government is not 
reason, it is not eloquence, it is force! Like 
fire, it is a troublesome servant and a fearful 
master.” The federal government has no con¬ 
stitutional sanction to be involved in educa¬ 
tion, and education has never been designated 
as a responsibility of the federal government. 

Our founders knew that involving the fed¬ 
eral government in education was a danger 
to the freedom of our citizens. That is why 
they did everything in their power to keep 
the federal government out of education. 
Today, however, the federal government has 
demonstrated its intention of being involved 
with education at every level. 

Consider an excerpt from a letter from G. 
Leland Bumingham, state superintendent of 
public instruction for Utah. It was written 
on July 27, 1984 to T. H. Bell, President 
Reagan’s Secretary of Education: 

“I am forwarding this letter to accompany 
the proposal which you recommended Bill 
Spady and I prepare in connection with Out¬ 
come-Based Education. This proposal cen¬ 
ters around the detailed process by which 


we will work together to implement Out¬ 
come-Based Education using research veri¬ 
fied programs. This will make it possible to 
put outcome-based education in place, not 
only in Utah but in all schools of the nation. 
For those who desire, we will stand ready 
for regional and national dissemination of 
the Outcome-Based Education program.” 

“THERE IS NO EXAMPLE OF 
SUCCESS IN RAISING ACADEMIC 
SCORES AS A RESULT OF IMPLE¬ 
MENTING OUTCOME-BASED 
EDUCATION. NOTONE!” 


This letter reveals that Bell recommended 
Spady and Bumingham submit a proposal 
for federal funding (which they received) for 
a plan making it possible to put OBE in ev¬ 
ery school in the nation. 

RECORD OF FAILURE 

Any system that asks parents to expose 
their children to risk of dramatic philosophi¬ 
cal and methodology change ought to be able 
to supply reams of empirical data to estab¬ 
lish the academic improvement that can be 
expected for the children. Yet there is none! 
Parents are asked to gamble on theory and 
potential and then wait five years to see what 
happens! That is another reason OBE advo¬ 
cates want more time before their great “ex¬ 
periment” on your children is evaluated. 
There is no example of success in raising 
academic scores as a result of implementing 
outcome-based education. Not one! 

In a study at Johns Hopkins University, it 
was concluded that the method of mastery 
learning is, in reality, a Robin Hood approach 


taking from the fast learner to help out the 
poor learner. In many school districts, par¬ 
ents complain that the faster and higher 
achieving students are being held back. The 
Johns Hopkins study reveals this flaw in 
OBE, reporting that “students who achieve 
the criterion early cannot go onto new mate¬ 
rial, there is a ceiling effect built into the 
procedure.” Those students experiencing the 
ceiling effect are made to be peer tutors or 
receive what is deceptively called “horizon¬ 
tal enrichment.” If high achieving students 
spend the bulk of their time teaching other 
students, they aren’t 
learning anything new. 
“Dumbing down” 
aptly describes the trap 
that high achievers fall 
prey to in OBE. 

OBE proponents 
continue to ask for a 
little more time to 
“give it a chance to 
work.” Standard allot¬ 
ment for implementa¬ 
tion is five years. In 
essence, this gives 
OBE proponents a 
five-year period to 
implement without 
evaluation. But after 
five years, OBE will 
be so entrenched that 
it will be a near-im¬ 
possible task to extri¬ 
cate from it. Some 
speculate this is pre¬ 
cisely why five years 
is sought for imple¬ 
mentation. 

In spite of the failures of OBE across the 
nation (and in other parts of the world), it’s 
a disaster that is still damaging kids. Many 
educators are afraid - afraid of losing their 
jobs, afraid for their futures, for their retire¬ 
ment. Some have bravely stood up and faced 
the loss of their jobs or been reassigned for 
opposing implementation of OBE. Those 
few have demonstrated their genuine con¬ 
cern for their children’s future. They are 
today’s heroes. The real fight will have to 
come from parents and other taxpayers, fed 
up with the empty, fraudulent promises of 
future excellence and the blatant grab for 
government control of the next generation 
through the educational system. 

ASTRONOMICAL COSTS 

Actually no one knows how much OBE will 
eventually cost. There are examples from 
around the country that reveal some of the 
costs for implementing some aspects of 
OBE. The Kentucky education commissioner 
proposed to spend $80 million over a five year 
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period just to test students on the effect of edu¬ 
cation reform. This proposed spending was 
just the cost of designing tests for grades four 
through eleven! 

• Farnsworth Elementary, in Minnesota, spent 
$240,552 for 326 students. 

• Littleton, Colorado, spent $670,000 for one 
high school. For one school district, Littleton 
spent $1.3 million. 

• Minnesota spent $40 million for implemen¬ 
tation costs. 

• Daniel Boone school district in Pennsylva¬ 
nia spent $300,000 for start-up costs. 

• The Kentucky legislature was ultimately 
asked for $500 million for implementation. 

• The Oregon Education Association was 
quoted in a June 27, 1991, article in “The Or¬ 
egonian” as estimating it would cost Oregon 
$2.5 billion to fully implement this new edu¬ 
cation reform on a state level. 

• The country of Sweden spent $7 billion be¬ 
fore completely abandoning this system. 
(Source: Ron Sunseri, “Outcome-Based Edu¬ 
cation: Understanding the Truth About Edu¬ 
cation Reform”, Questar Publishers, Inc., Sis¬ 
ters, Oregon, 1994, p. 120.) 

LONG RECORD OF FAILURES 

With no record of academic success, a long 
record of failures, and no definitive idea of 
ultimate costs, it seems preposterous that OBE 
is still being supported, and actually pushed 
by the education elite of this country. How¬ 
ever, when you realize that the real agenda of 
OBE is not academic or educational excel¬ 
lence, but an agenda for social engineering, it 
becomes clear why the battle over OBE is 
being fought so fiercely.

On Board

You’re driving down the highway when your car stalls 
suddenly. You haven’t run out of gas, your fuel filter 
hasn’t clogged up, your electrical system hasn’t failed 

- it’s just Big Brother doing some back-seat driving. 

“Washington Times” automotive writer Eric Peters 

warns that “it is now possible for government bu¬ 
reaucrats to shut your car off at the push of a button 
via global positioning satellites transmitting signals 
to your car’s on-board computer.” Peters suggests 
that such a scenario “could easily become a work¬ 
ing reality if a proposed new engine computer sys¬ 
tem - On-Board Diagnostics III - gets mandated by 
Washington regulators. All 1996 and newer cars,” 
he adds, “already have On-Board Diagnostics II 
computers that were deemed necessary in order to 
comply with ever-stricter new car emissions stan¬ 
dards - and to make 'tampering* with emissions con¬ 
trol equipment more difficult.” 

Current on-board computers can “continuously 
monitor the functioning of a car’s emissions systems," 
Peters points out. “The theory behind on-board diag¬ 
nostics," he explains, "is that by constantly monitor¬ 
ing engine performance - and signaling the driver 
when a fault occurs - overall emissions levels can be 
substantially reduced." Cars equipped with such com¬ 
puters “cannot be maintained/modified by their own¬ 
ers without triggering the system to register a fault 
and possibly causing it to fail an emissions test.” The 
proposed new engine computer system “has the po¬ 
tential to be more than inconvenient,” says Peters, 
warning that On-Board Diagnostics III could "subject 
the driving public to total control by bureaucratic over- 
lords in state and federal agencies.” 

Such a prospect is not as far-fetched as it may 
seem. “The technology has been around for a few 
years now,” observes Peters. “Each car with a com¬ 
puter could be programmed with its very own elec¬ 
tronic signature that would allow instantaneous iden¬ 
tification by the authorities.” Used in conjunction with 
global positioning satellites, On-Board Diagnostics 
III “would make it possible for government to auto¬ 
matically monitor the speed of every car on the road 

- sending tickets through the mail to the driver of 
each and every car that exceeds the posted limit.” 

The real target isn’t speeding cars, however, but 
mobility itself. “Many alert car enthusiasts now be¬ 
lieve present efforts to get rid of older, pre-comput- 
erized vehicles via so-called 'clunker' laws and 'en¬ 
hanced' emissions tests are partly motivated by the 
realization that such vehicles cannot be monitored 
and controlled as easily as computerized cars. They 
may be on to something,” Eric Peters concedes. 
“Should the government at some point in the future 
decide to impose a 'state of emergency,’ it could 
shut down almost every car in the land at the flick of 
a switch - making it difficult for people to travel any¬ 
where. Only those lucky few with older cars would 
not be helpless and immobile. Maybe that’s why cer¬ 
tain folks are so eager to see us all driving com¬ 
puter-controlled cars - and why they devote so much 
energy to removing all cars built before the early 
1980s from the roads.”

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WHO REALLY BENEFITS FROM THE “DRUG WAR” 

It’s Time That Well-Meaning Conservatives Take a Hard, Close Look at What the Reality is

cently telephoned me and said that she 
agreed with most of what The Future of 
Freedom Foundation stands for and wanted 
to support us. She then asked: “What is your 
organization’s stand on drug legalization?” 
I responded “We call for the total legaliza¬ 
tion of all drugs. We believe that the war 
on drugs is evil, immoral, and destructive.” 
She said that as a Christian, she could not 
send us a donation unless we changed our 
position on this one issue. My response was 
quite simple: “As a Christian, I could never 
support anything but drug legalization.” 
She did not send her donation. 

The United States government has waged 
its war on drugs for 80 long years. In the 
1970s President Richard Nixon, realizing 
that the war was still not won, decided 
to wage it more fiercely than ever before. 
And every president for the past 25 years 
has made the war on drugs one of his top 
priorities. 

The war on drugs has to be one of the 
greatest con jobs in political history. It is 
not surprising that those who benefit from 
the war - politicians, bureaucrats, and drug 
lords - support it. What is so disappointing 
is how the victims of the war - the Ameri¬ 
can people - continue to do so, as well. 

If drugs were relegalized, there would be 
three groups of people who would imme¬ 
diately be put out of work: drug lords, poli¬ 
ticians, and bureaucrats. With drug legal¬ 
ization, pharmacies, tobacco companies, 
and other reputable businesses would be 
selling marijuana, cocaine, heroin, and 
other drugs.

There is another reason that bureaucrats 
support the drug war even more fervently 
than drug lords: asset-forfeiture laws. To¬ 
day, DEA agents, police, and deputy sher¬ 
iffs stop innocent people on the highways 
and airports of the United States and rob 
them of their cash and other belongings - 
without even charging them with a crime. 
The booty goes straight into the government 
coffers (or the pockets of the law-enforce¬ 
ment official) and is used to help fund the 
salaries and other expenses of the ever¬ 
growing drug-war bureaucracy. In other 
words, law-enforcement officials no longer 
have to depend totally on the taxing and 
budgeting decisions of the elected repre¬ 
sentatives of the people, e.g., the city coun¬ 
cil. They are becoming self-funding 
fiefdoms whose money is generated from 
the cash and valuables stolen from the citi¬ 
zenry.

can people.” 

For the last 25 years, there has been no 
surer way to win votes and support from 
the electorate than for a politician to sim¬ 
ply say: “I favor the war on drugs.” Con¬ 
stituents (including drug dealers) have re¬ 
sponded with votes and cash. The war on 
drugs has been one of the biggest winners 
in political history for politicians. Why in 
the world would any politician want to kill 
such a gigantic vote-and-cash cow? 

Thus, it is difficult to become too disap¬ 
pointed with drug lords, politicians, and bu¬ 
reaucrats. They are only doing what the rest 
of us do - acting in their self-interest. The 
disappointment lies with the American 
people - for continuing to fall for the con.

In the latter days of the Mexican bailout, 
Bill Clinton adopted a populist tone.

Plans were already afoot to 
bail out what the statistics used to call the 
world’s second largest economy: Russia. 
Clinton may even attempt to take credit for 
shoving the bulk of the burden onto interna¬ 
tional lending agencies. 

The trouble is this. The Russian economy 


has never really been reformed, despite the 
daily press reports from Moscow claiming 
their markets are free and their money is 
sound. In fact, the ruble still operates more 
like scrip than currency, and its value is not 
determined by the market.

The airwaves are a limited resource, and 
there are a small number of available chan¬ 
nels.

profits of 40 percent or more. As a result, 
stations that used to sell for tens of millions 
now sell for prices in the half-billion dollar 
range. Where else can you get a business 
based on a license issued and protected by 
the U.S. government, make 40 percent profit 
or more a year, and not be expected to be 
held to some standard of public service? 

The printed media is not licensed, since 
anyone who has the cash can buy paper, ink 
and press time. But newspapers are mainly 
local monopolies. And the government has 
permitted a dozen outfits to dominate the

Experimenters have discovered that you 
can turn a cat into an alcoholic. The normal 
cat doesn’t expect it, but keep adding vodka 
to the dish and the cat will soon demand 
spiked milk as an absolute necessity. 

The fat cats of the American mass media 
have lost their taste for the mother’s milk of 
normal free enterprise: real competition for 
a reasonable profit. 

Thanks to addictive doses of sympathetic 
governmental policies and two decades of a 
drive for power, a shrinking number of large 
media corporations now regard monopoly, 
oligopoly and historic levels of profit as not 
only normal, but as their earned right. In the 
process, the usual democratic expectation for 
the media - diversity of ownership and ideas 
- has disappeared as the goal of official policy 
and, worse, as a daily experience of a gen¬ 
eration of American readers and viewers. 

In 1982, when I completed research for 
my book, “The Media Monopoly”, 50 cor¬ 
porations controlled half or more of the me¬ 
dia business. By December 1986, when I fin¬ 
ished a revision for a second edition, the 50 
had shrunk to 29. The last time I counted, it 
was down to 26. [When the latest edition of 
“The Media Monopoly” was published in 
1993, the number was down to 20.] 

A number of serious Wall Street media ana¬ 
lysts are predicting that by the year 2000, a half- 
dozen giant firms will control most of our media. 

Of the 1,700 daily papers, 98 percent are 
local monopolies and fewer than 15 corpo¬ 
rations control most of the country’s daily 
circulation. A handful of firms have most of 
the magazine business, with Time Inc. alone 
accounting for about 40 percent of that 
industry’s revenues. The three networks, 
Capital Cities/ABC, CBS and GE/NBC, still 
have majority access to the television audi¬ 
ence, and most of the book business is con¬ 
trolled by fewer than a dozen companies, 
with major categories like paperback and 
trade books dominated by still fewer firms. 

The safest way to ensure diversity of opin¬ 
ion is diverse ownership. But this ideal has 
been sacrificed by government devotion to 
the mythical doctrine of free market econom¬ 
ics. The myth rests on the bizarre assump¬ 
tion that the modem American corporate 
scene is actually like Adam Smith’s rural 
country market, in which all the farmers 
came to town to compete for the business of 
sharp-eyed customers. 

If there’s any truly free market in modem 
corporate affairs, there is none in through- 


censes on the basis of “public interest, con¬ 
venience and necessity.” During the 1980s, 
the FCC, under Mark Fowler, used the 
country’s broadcasting system as an experi¬ 
ment in so-called free market economics. 
The FCC has expanded the number of sta¬ 
tions one corporation may own and sus¬ 
pended the demand that stations do any pub¬ 
lic service, like news and community issues 
programming. It has let big operators 
(Murdoch, Capital Cities, Cox, etc.) buy 
competitors. And it has made it almost im¬ 
possible to challenge a license if the public 
doesn’t like what it sees. 

The FCC is not bailing out a sick industry. 
The three networks, even with their takeover 
debts, are still making money. Affiliated tele¬ 


business by letting them buy an unlimited 
number of papers. (At last count Gannett had 
92, Thomson 99.) 

Whole magazine “divisions” of corpora¬ 
tions are now bought and sold, as are book 
companies, by the same giant firms that 
dominate other media. 

Rupert Murdoch, already a major owner in 
newspapers, magazines, broadcasting and movie 
production, recently became a big player in books 
by purchasing the last of the large independent 
publishers, Harper & Row. (Like some other 
dominant owners in the U.S media - Thomson, a 
Canadian, and Bertelsmann, a German - Murdoch 
was also a major owner in other countries, such 
as Australia and England.)

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IDIOTIC POLICIES FOMENTING REVOLUTION 

Radical Environmentalists and Animal Rights Activists Creating a Growing Tension as 
Private Property Rights are Trampled Under Insane Laws & Regulations

The first time I’d heard of the rural rage 
that is sweeping the mountains and prai¬ 
ries of the American heartland like a 
wildfire was from Kathleen Marquardt, 
Montana resident and author of “Animal 
Scam”. “Militias are sprouting up all 
over,” she said. “We’re truly on the verge 
of a revolution.” 

“They’re ready to start shooting out 
West,” said Ms. Marquardt. “People in 
Idaho are strapping on their guns and talk¬ 
ing about secession. It’s not to be pooh- 
poohed. I know that people have threatened 
federal prosecutors.” Ms. Marquardt fol¬ 
lowed this with an urgent plea for con¬ 
cerned lawyers to help with a problem that 
has arisen in “Heaven-on-Earth, Montana.” 

If one dismisses this rural rage as just 
some rabid reaction to 
radio talk shows or a 
childish national tan¬ 
trum, rather than trying 
to understand it, one 
would be making the 
same mistake as those 
who ignored the wide¬ 
spread unrest about the 
Vietnam war and 
blamed it on Jane 
Fonda. When a goodly 
number of Americans 
coast-to-coast are an¬ 
gry, as we saw in the 
anti-Vietnam war and 
the civil rights move¬ 
ments, they usually 
have some very good 
reasons. 

Living in Last 
Chance Gulch near 
Helena, Montana, 

Kathleen Marquardt 
described her transfor¬ 
mation from an apoliti¬ 
cal mother to an angry “grassroots rabble- 
rouser” the day that her daughter came 
home in tears, vowing never to return to 
school. An animal rights group, she said, 
was visiting her daughter’s school for a 
week to convince the children of ranchers, 
farmers, and hunters that their parents were 
murderers. Ms. Marquardt’s daughter be¬ 
gan crying when she was told in front of 
the entire class that because her mother, 
Kathleen, was a hunter, she was also a mur¬ 
derer. 

“The children weren’t told,” says Ms. 


Marquardt “that ranchers and farmers put 
the food on America’s tables, that ranchers 
and miners and loggers provide their 
clothes and products that build their homes 
and schools, cars, and video games.” Ms. 
Marquardt became an activist, founding a 
group she calls “Putting People First.” 

“RADICAL GREEN POLITICS 
AND ANIMAL RIGHTS 
EXTREMISM IS THE 
NEW AGE SOCIALISM” 

The Endangered Species Act, which en¬ 
ables the federal government to take con¬ 
trol of private property without compensa¬ 
tion, is among the most controversial of en¬ 
vironmental regulations angering farmers 
and ranchers. A law innocently devised to 
protect owls and wolves is playing a major 


part in fermenting a rural revolution. 

Tales abound of people like Margaret 
Rector, a 74-year-old woman, who in 1973 
purchased 15 acres of land near Austin, 
Texas, that was bought with her life sav¬ 
ings and intended for her retirement in¬ 
come. The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 
however, had other plans for her small farm. 
In 1991 they decided that her land was a 
suitable habitat for the Golden Cheeked 
Warbler. As a result, Mrs. Rector’s land, 
previously assessed at $800,000 is now 
unusable for development, and is worth a 


mere $30,000. The only thing Mrs. Rector 
can do with her land is pay taxes. 

Radical green politics and animal rights 
extremism is the New Age socialism, says 
Kathleen Marquardt, citing examples of en¬ 
vironmentalists who are unyielding in their 
disdain for property rights. Even environ¬ 
mentalists considered moderate such as Pe¬ 
ter Berle, President of the Audubon Soci¬ 
ety, has said, “We reject the idea of private 
property.” 

Grizzly bears and wolves and spotted 
owls now take precedence over human 
beings in the mountains and prairies of 
the West, say farmers and ranchers. Bears 
and wolves have been reinstated into 
their former habitats amongst farms and 
ranches, and it’s estimated that spotted 
owl regulations will result in the loss of 
72,000 logging 
jobs in Washing¬ 
ton, Oregon, and 
California. 

“If a wolf or griz¬ 
zly threatens your 
sheep,” says Ms. 
Marquardt, “you 
have ten days to 
ameliorate the situ¬ 
ation. If it is not re¬ 
solved by then, 
then you get out. 
People of Idaho 
are strapping on 
their guns and say¬ 
ing, ‘We’re not 
leaving.’ The next 
time representa¬ 
tives from New 
York’s silk stock¬ 
ing district release 
wolves onto our 
lands, we’re gonna 
release them in 
Central Park!” 

Rural people say they are losing their 
farms, homes, retirement nests, and ba¬ 
sic values to a federal government that 
is micro-managing their lives at every 
turn in the service of environmentalist 
ideology. As you listen to them, they 
sound like people with their backs to the 
wall. “If we want to preserve Western 
culture,” said Kathleen Marquardt, 
“we’re gonna have to fight for it.”

passed, totally undermine the authority of par¬ 
ents to exercise vitally important responsibili¬ 
ties toward their children if these responsibili¬ 
ties infringe on the child’s “right” to autonomy 
and self-expression as defined by a panel of 
“experts” appointed by the United Nations. 

Senate Resolution 70 was circulated in 
1993-94. Fifty Senators were on record as 
co-sponsors, calling for President Clinton to 
send the UN Convention on the Rights of 
the Child to the Senate for ratification. The 
number of co-sponsors indicates President 
Clinton is getting very close to the two thirds 
(67) majority he needs to have this treaty rati¬ 
fied and could achieve that goal early in his 
second term. 

SUMMARY OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE 3: “In all actions concerning 
children,” the courts, social service work¬ 
ers, and bureaucrats are empowered to regu¬ 
late families based on their subjective deter¬ 
mination of “the best interest of the child.” 
This shifts the responsibility of parental judg¬ 
ment and decision making from the family 
to the State (and ultimately the UN). 

ARTICLE 4: Signatory nations are bound 
to “undertake all appropriate legislative, ad¬ 
ministrative, and other measures, for the 
implementation of the rights” of the Con¬ 
vention. In fact, the U.S. would be required 
to “undertake measures to the maximum 
extent of available resources... within the 
framework of international cooperation” in 
order to restructure society. 

ARTICLE 7: All children must be imme¬ 
diately registered after birth, to ensure State 
and UN control over their development. 
Computerized tracking will follow. 

ARTICLE 13: Parents would be subject 
to prosecution for any attempt to prevent their 
children from interaction with pornography, 
rock music, or television. Little children are 
vested with a “freedom of expression” right 
that is virtually absolute... NO allowance is 
made for parental guidance. According to a 
Canadian study, the North American Man-Boy 
Love Association (NAMBLA) believes the 
treaty “could be used to support its position 
that children as young as six have the right to 
choose to have sex.” 

ARTICLE 14: Children are guaranteed 
“freedom of thought, conscience, and reli¬ 
gion.” They can object to all religious train¬ 
ing. They can assert their right to participate 
in occult or contrary services. (WUCA com¬ 
ment: such as Satanic worship and ritual and 
animal [and human?] sacrifice.) 

ARTICLE 15: “The right of the child to 
freedom of association.” If taken seriously, 
parents could be prevented from forbidding their 
child from associating with people deemed to be 
objectionable companions. Children could claim 
this “right” and join gangs, cults, witches cov¬ 
ens, racist organizations and associate with 
drug addicts over parental objections. Parent’s 
rights and responsibilities are ignored. 


ARTICLE 16: Mandates the creation of an 
intensive bureaucracy for the purpose of 
“identification, reporting, referral, investiga¬ 
tion, treatment, and follow-up” of parents 
who, in violation of the child’s rights, treat 
their children negligently. This could include 
spanking, teaching them from the Bible, 
teaching them against homosexuality, or “al¬ 
ternative lifestyles,” or other “psychologi¬ 
cally damaging” religious or traditionalist 
ideas or dogmas. 

ARTICLE 24: The governments of each 
signatory nation are required to provide “the 
highest standard of health care facilities, in¬ 
cluding family planning (i.e., abortion) and 
education services.” Section 3 of Article 24 
instructs governments to “take all effective 


and appropriate measures with a view to 
abolishing traditional practices prejudicial to 
the health of children.” Note that a practice 
need not be proven to be injurious, but in¬ 
stead only “prejudicial” to the health of chil¬ 
dren. What “traditional practices” might be 
“prejudicial” to the health of children in the 
view of the UN’s global/socialist experts? 
Discipline? Religious instruction? Criticism 
of the government, the New World Order, 
or of a minority group (i.e., homosexuals)?

ARTICLE 26: Parties must recognize the 
right of every child to benefit from social 
security and social insurance. (WUCA com¬ 
ment: propagation of the social/welfare state 


and the control of people.) 

ARTICLE 27: Parents are required to 
implement “conditions of living necessary 
for the child’s development.” These “condi¬ 
tions of living” are to derive from State-de¬ 
termined standards for his “physical, men¬ 
tal, spiritual, moral, and social development.” 

ARTICLE 28: Compulsory Education. All 
nations are challenged to unite in the cre¬ 
ation of an internationalist approach to edu¬ 
cation. All school-age Americans would be 
“encouraged” to be part of the school sys¬ 
tem. The content of what must be taught to 
all children is prescribed. These include anti- 
American “one-worldism,” “anti-family and 
anti-traditional values,” “multi-culturalism,” 
and “environmentalism” (which will be more 


earth worship, worshipping Mother Gaia, the 
goddess of planet earth - whom Vice Presi¬ 
dent A1 Gore also worships). The 
homeschool movement could be massively 
attacked or terminated by this article! 

ARTICLE 29: It is the goal of the State to 
direct the education of the people it governs 
toward the philosophy of the New World 
Order as “enshrined in the charter of the 
United Nations.” This philosophy includes 
occultic, anti-Judeo/Christian values, 
authoritarianism and intolerance. 

ARTICLE 32: The State is responsible to 
prevent children from providing labor which 
would interfere with the child’s education, or 
be harmful to the child’s “health or physical, 
mental, spiritual, moral, or social develop¬ 
ment.” Wbat? No more household chores? 

ARTICLE 37: Every child “deprived of his 
or her liberty” shall have access to free legal 
counsel and access to the courts to make such 
a challenge. Parents will have to pay new taxes 
to support the legal processes against them- 
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selves! (The ACLU lawyers are lining up!) 

ARTICLE 43: An international commit¬ 
tee of 20 “experts” (the International Tribu¬ 
nal for Children’s Rights) is to be established 
to oversee the progress and implementation 
of the Treaty. These experts will be chosen 
by secret ballot by all signatory nations. They 
will be “children’s rights” social engineers. 
There is no assurance that ANY American 
will even be on the committee, and if they 
are, they will be appointed by Bill or Hillary 
Clinton or A1 Gore. (WUCA comment: In 
other words, people from foreign cultures 
with ideas totally contrary to what most 
Americans believe will be dictating to you 
how to raise your children.) 

This UN children’s treaty, if ratified by the 
U.S. Senate, will make the Congress, the 
Clinton Administration (and its bureau¬ 
cracy), and the U.S. courts the national 
guardians of our children, charged with seek¬ 
ing “the best interest of the child,” and an¬ 
swerable to the United Nations. But, the 
government and the global socialists’ defi¬ 
nition of a child’s best interest is often very 
different from a parent’s definition.

The Convention also usurps parental au¬ 
thority by advocating the view that children 
are autonomous agents who are capable, in 
all areas, of making adult decisions and deal¬ 
ing with adult situations. This radical legal 
doctrine stands in stark contrast to the tradi¬ 
tional concept upheld in America and 
throughout most of the “free world” that 
children are minors, in need of parental guid¬ 
ance and protection. 

The great danger of this treaty is that it 
will codify the assumption that government 
is the primary custodian of children - it will 
give the UN power over parent/child rela¬ 
tionships to a degree unheard of in the field 
of human rights. To put the UN and govern¬ 
ment bureaucrats in charge of parent/child 
relationships, where there are huge differ¬ 
ences of culture, history, customs, conven¬ 
tions, and traditions among nations and 
people is to open up an avalanche of social¬ 
ist controls over parents everywhere. 

Just look at the Chinese Communists’ con¬ 
trols over families, abortion, baby killing, one 
child per family, education of children, the 
banning of religious teachings, etc. for a pre¬ 
view of coming attractions. The UN leaders 
laud the Red Chinese family/children con¬ 
trols and believe they should be implemented 
on a global basis. 

Shorn of its rhetoric, the UN’s “family” 
agenda is intended to destroy the traditional 
family through redefinition (families now 
include cohabitating unmarried couples, ho¬ 
mosexual couples, communes, etc.), and 


MAKE THE HOME AN ADMINISTRA¬ 
TIVE UNIT OF A GLOBAL GOVERN¬ 
MENT. From the UN’s point of view, the 
one significant function of families is to help 
promote world government and the socialist 
and humanist values enshrined in the UN’s 
“human rights” documents. With one of the 
key elements of its thrust for world domina¬ 
tion, the control of families and children, the 
UN’s campaign to corrupt, subvert, and 
eventually destroy the family is accelerating 
dramatically. 

CONCLUSIONS
